ALLEN SCHOOL COMMENCEMENT 


The Misses Allen School in West 
Newton held Its graduating exercises 
today. After a brief address, review- 
ing the history of the school year 
and speaking or the high Ideals of 
the school, by Miss Lucy Ellis Allen, 
principal; Dean Frances Knapp of 
Wellesley College gave the Com- 
mencement address. 

A reception wus given by Miss Al- 
len for tlie Seniors, Dean Knapp, and 
the friends, at which refreshments 
wore served. 


A special meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen was held last Friday night 
by order of Mayor Weeks. Tbe pur- 
pose of this meeting was to pass an 
order restraining all dogs in this city 
for a period of 30 days b* -Tipiinc May 
29. As the notices of this action were 
not received by dog owners in this 
city until tbe past couple of days, a 
large percentage of tbe dogs in the 
Newtons were still unrestrained yes- 
terday. The reason for tbe action is 
the outbreak of rabies among several 
dogs in tills city the past month. Dur- 
ing the first 25 days of May there were 
eleven cases of rabies reported In 
Massachusetts; four of these were in 
Newton and five in Boston. During the 
past week another dog in this city 
was seized with rabies. Twenty-two 
residents of Newton have been tak- 
ing Pasteur treatment during the past 
month. Some of these have been bit- 
ten by dogs which had rabies and 
others had been exposed to the dis- 
eased dogs. 

The serum for the Pasteur treat- 
ment is provided free to those receiv- 
ing it by the Newton Board of Health. 
Each set of serum treatment costs the 
city $13.50 and Newton is reimbursed 
by Middlesex County. The county 
takes the money from the revenue ob- 
tained from dog taxes. The majority 
of Newton residents taking the Pas- 
teur treatment are receiving it from 
their own physicians. Some are be- 
ing treated at the Newton Hospital. 
Each person taking tills treatment 
gets fourteen inoculations in the ab- 
domen, and it is not a pleasant ex- 
perience. 

At the special meeting last Friday 
night, the Aldermen, in addition to 
passing the restraining order, appro- 
priated. on the recommendation of 
Mayor Weeks, $1000 for the purpose 
of giving immunizing treatments to 
dogs owned in this city. It is expect- 
ed that other appropriations may be 
necessary before the immunization 
campaign is over. Dr. C. A. Boutelle. 
city veterinarian, was present at the 
meeting and informed the Aldermen of 
tlie danger which exists and tbe neces- 
sity of the action taken. Many dogs 
in the city probably have been bit- 
ten by the dogs which died of rallies. 
A person does not have to be bitten 
by a dog to contract the disease, 
which in humans takes the form of 
horrible hydrophobia. Tlie saliva from 
tbe mouth of an infected dog will 
communicate the disease. Dr. Bou- 
telle told the aldermen that unless 
dog owners in the city display an at- 
titude of co-operation by bringing 
their pets to be inoculated, be will 
recommend that the restraining 
period be extended from 30 to 90 days. 

The serum used in Inoculating the 
dogs will cost about 20 cents for each 
dog treated. Dr. Boutelle will have 
assisting him two men to handle the 
dogs, a man to serve as a "nurse" for 
the canine patients, and a clerk. He 
estimated that there are about 3500 
dogs in the Newtons, and that it will 
take about 30 days to inoculate them. 

Tlie notice mailed to owners of li- 
censed dogs in the city reads: — 

By order of the Board of Aldermen, 
approved by His Honor, Mayor Sin- 
clair Weeks, all dogs must be re- 
strained from running at largo for a 
period of 30 days, beginning May 29. 
1933. If your dog is found running at 
large lie will be picked up and taken 
to a station and you will be liable to 
prosecution. There is grave danger of 
the spread of rabies, due to the fact 
that several dogs suffering with rabies 
have been running at large. You are 
urged by His Honor, tbe Mayor, and 
other authorities to take your dog to 
tbe City Clinic at tlie Old High School. 
Drill Shed, and have him immunized. 
There is no charge for the vaccina- 
tion. Please attend to it at once, as: 

It will prevent spread of the rabies. 
It may save your dog from infection. 
It may save you from possible suits 
for damages. It may lessen the time 
for restraining dogs. It will work for 
the public good.

High School, Drill Shed. 417 Walnut 
Street, Newtonville, with your 1933 
•log license. Owners whose names be- 
gin with A. to I.. Monday afternoon, 
June 5, 1 to 6 o’clock. Owners 

whose names begin with J. to Q.. Wed- 
nesday afternoon. June 7, 1 to 6 

o’clock. Owners whose names begin 
with R. to Z.. Friday afternoon. June 
9, 1 to 6 o'clock. This is a special 
privilege to those who have already 
paid their dog licenses for tlie year 
1933. Other days for vaccination are 
June 12. 14 and 16, hours l to 6 
o'clock, fop the general public. 


Dog With Rabies 
Bites Child 

The fifth case of rallies among 
Newton dogs was reported Wednes- 
day by the State Board of Health 
which hud examined tlu* head or a 
dog owned by M. A. Crowley of 151 
Treniont st.. Newton, following the 
animal's death. The dog had bitten 
a neighbor's child. This child and 
member of the Crowley household are 
taking the Pasteur treatment.

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Every boy and girl in Newton, who 
has an extra suit. coat, dress, or pair 
of shoes, will be asked to bring the 
articles of clothing to school during 
the week of June 4th, when the City’s 
first School Clothes Drive will he in- 
augurated under the auspices of the 
School Department. Mayor Sinclair 
Weeks lias endorsed the plan for the 
clothing of needy Newton school chil- 
dren which is already in operation, 
and John Lund. Superintendent of 
Schools, aided by school principals, 
school nurses, and scores of parents 
banded into grade committees, is di- 
recting tlie work. 

Winter clothes as well as summer 
clothes are being solicited. Articles 
ready to wear will be distributed at 
once to those school children who 
need them during the vacation sea- 
son. Garments needing repair or al- 
teration will be mended and gotten 
ready for worthy school youngsters 
in a municipal sewing shop, which is 
being organized with the help of Mrs. 
Raymond Piper, one of the originators 
of the Newton plan for providing 
school outfits for children. 

Clothing for the fall and winter 
seasons, collected during the week 
of the drive will he put in first class 
shape and worn shoes will be re- 
paired during the summer so that this 
material will be on hand for distribu- 
tion in time to prepare the needy 
children for school next September. 
Underwear and worn dresses for the 
cold months is greatly needed for lit- ) 
tie girls. Stockings, pants, coats, and 
shoes, more shoes and still more shoes 
for boys of school age are being asked 
for. 

Described briefly, the plan is a 
method of supplying suitable clothing 
and shoes to school children who lack 
these essentials, without impairing 
the self respect of the recipients or 
their parents. It has taken the re- 
sponsibility of providing these neces- 
sities out of the hands of the over- 
worked welfare bureau and centred it 
in the school department — and more- 
over, without any additional expense 
to the taxpayers. 

“An opportunity for neighborly help- 
fulness.” Mrs. Piper herself calls it 
and tbe procedure is. primarily, the 
obtaining of outgrown articles of 
clothing — outgrown and not outworn 
— from other Newton school parents 
and distributing them where they are 
specially needed. The keynote is ex- 
change. not charity. 

It may be explained here that when 
sueh recognizable articles of cloth- 
ing as coats and dresses are provided, 
they are found in other districts than 
that in which the recipient lives. This 
is to obviate the danger of recogni- 
tion. It would never do for a boy 
to see another boy in his own out- 
grown coat, and possibly to taunt him 
on tlie fact that he was wearing a 
hand-me-down. 

Of course one person could not pos- 
sibly carry on the work of this com- 
plex organization. The committee 
members are unremitting in their ac- 
tivity and special mention must be 
made of Mrs. Kenneth B. Backman 
of the Stearns district committee, aud 
Mrs. A. L. LeBarron of the Newton- 
ville committee. 

Tlie school department, under Supt. 
Lund, is co-operating enthusiastically 
and the school principals, teachers 
and nurses, in lending their aid. tes- 
tify to the noteworthy results in 
morale and improvement in attend- 
ance records due to the efficient op- 
eration of the plan. 

The municipal cobbler’s shop which 
is working so efficiently and will soon 
lie supplemented by a tailoring estab- 
lishment. similarly organized. is 
"manned by women." Two sewing 
machines have already been provided 
and. as soon as suitable quarters have 
been found, will be in a position to 
repair and alter garments, reline 
coats, lengthen and "take up” dresses, 
mend stockings, and in other ways 
put the donated garments into wear- 
able condition. 

Ardent Lover Gets 
Jail Sentence 

John Ellis. 27. Of 50 Winship st.. 
Brighton, was given a •suspended jail 
sentence of one year by Judge Ba- 
con in tlie Newton court yesterday. 
He was found guilty of assault and 
battery on Nellie Carty. employed as 
a domestic at tl Hunnewell circle. 
Newton. At 1:30 on the morning of 
May 14 Ellis forced an entrance in- 
to tlie house where the girl works by 
way of a cellar window. He then 
went to the door of tlie room where 
the girl was sleeping and. according 
to her testimony, threatened to break 
the door unless admitted. The girl 
then opened tlie door aud after con- 
versing with her for about a half 
hour, Ellis, so the girl testitled. 
threw her ou her bed and chocked 
her to keep her from calling for 
assistance. At this point iti her tes- 
timony the girl sturt ed to cry and 
Thomas Ryan, attorney for Ellis, told 
tlie court lie would accept a suspend- 
ed sentence for his client. 

Serg. Mahoney who prosecuted the 
case asked the judge to give Ellis a 
long suspended sentence and order 
him to leave this State. The judge 
ordered Ellis not to further annoy 
the girl or attempt in anyway to 
coiumuuieate with her.

C. Evan Johnson will again assist 
Mr. Hess in directing the activities 
of the Camp. Mr. Johnson, a teacher 
and coach at Walpole High School, 
has been with the Camp three years 
and gives valuable help in directing 
the men who act as counselors for 
the boys. He graduated from Colby 
in 1928 and since that time his work 
has been largely with boys. 

The Department of Nature Study 
and Wild Animal Life will again be 
headed up by Mr. Morton H. Wiggin. 
Mr. Wiggin came to the Camp two 
years ago with a rich experience from 
other camps with which he had been 
identified for many years. He Is a 
teacher in Malden High School and a 
graduate of Bates and also Harvard. 
He will make his headquarters in the 
old tent-house which will be trans- 
formed into a permanent Nature 
Study Museum. 

Win Brown will return to teach 
Swimming and Life-Saving. Gradu- 
ating from Annapolis in 1929 and en- 
tering Harvard Business School the 
following year, he has devoted his 
summers to camps in Pennsylvania, 
coming to Camp Frank A. Day last 
season. He is responsible for the 
new "check system” on the water 
front, which is without a doubt, the 
most up-to-date method of protection 
known in the annals of camping. While 
Mr. Brown was in Annapolis he was 
the Champion of Boxing for the U. S. 
Navy. Besides his work on the beach 
and water front, he conducts classes 
in boxing. 

The Camp Physician will be Dr. 
Janies R. Hamilton, a Graduate of Har- 
vard Medical School. Dr. Hamilton 
conies to us from Camp O-At-Ka in 
Maine. With his training and experi- 
ence he is particularly fitted for the 
position he is to fill. He has been in- 
structor in freshman biology in col- 
lege for three years. He will be in 
charge of all First Aid as well as the 
health of the Camp. 

Another valuable addition to the 
staff is Mr. Irving C. Keene, a grad- 
uate of Middleburv College and Ohio 
Wesleyan. He is a teacher-coach at 
tbe Watertown High School and is Ad- 
viser to the Junior Hi-Y Club in that 
school. He will have charge of the 
Emblem and Educational System at 
Camp and will also assist Mr. Johnson 
in directing the training of the young- 
er Counselors.

Another Newton Man returning to 
the Camp is Silas Phillips of Ox- 
ford st.. Newton Centre. Mr. Phil- 
lips graduates from Exeter this year 
and will continue his studies at Bow- 
doin in the Fall. His particular activ- 
ities will be Tennis and Scouting. Ac- 
tive in Troop 19. of Newton Centre, 
be will help the Scouts in Camp pre- 
pare for their tests and Merit Badges.

NEWTON EDGES 
BROOKLINE IN 
DUAL TRACK MEET 

Doug Slonne’s second place in the 
220-yard dash, the final event of the 
annual Newton-Brookline High dual 
truck meet at the Newton track last 
Friday afternoon, enabled the orange 
and black athletes to pull through to 
a 37 to 36 victory over their ancient 
rivals in a thrilling struggle. Dave 
McLellan, Newton’s best bet in the 
220-yard dash, was ill in bed and 
Conch Enoch sent Slonne to the start- 
ing line nfter the Newton sprinter 
had captured both the 100-yard dash 
and the running broad jump. At 160 
yards Slonne had a three-yard lend 
over Jimmy Johnson. Brookline’s 
State furlong champion, but in the 
final spurt to the finish Johson closed 
the gap to nip Slonne at the tape. 
Slonne's second gave Newton the 
points needed to win the meet, how- 
ever. 

The 440-yard run developed into a 
great scrap between Joe Enwright of 
Brookline and Gordon Wilkes of New- 
ton with the Brookline runner win 
ning nfter a bitter back stretch strug- 
gle. Louis Miller of Newton took 
third. Enwright came back in an at- 
tempt to win the half-mile run also 
but Allan Freeman and Capt. Tom 
Fitzgerald finished one. two with a 
comfortable margin to spare. Free- 
man’s win was well-deserved. Roger 
Maynard and Capt. Fitzgerald set the 
pace with Enwright trailing them and 
Freeman hanging close to Enwright 
until the final 200-yards. Freeman 
then swung into action to lift him- 
self to the front as Maynard faded. 
Coming down the back stretch Free- 
man stepped out in front of his leader 
who kept a wary eye on Enwright. 

In the hurdles Palmer York, New- 
ton’s state champion, ran away from 
the field and only a fall three yards 
from the tape prevented Gordon 
Wilkes from finishing second which 
went to Tod Plotkln of Brookline. 
While Johnson nipped Sloane in the 
220 it left the two sprinters even for 
the day as Sloane had previously 
taken Johnson in the 100-yard dash. 
Charlie Gerstein of Brookline was 
third in both sprints. 

Brookline's clean sweep in the high 
jump nearly finished Newton as it 
gave the visitors a lead which proved 
difficult to cut down but which New- 
ton succeeded in doing in that final 
event, the 220. In the high jump 
Howard Lowenstein cleared 5 ft. 9 in. 
for first with Plotkln and Allan 
Swartz. Brookline’s star, splitting sec- 
ond as the Brookline 6-ft. jumper 
stopped jumping when the last New- 
ton athlete was eliminated. Swartz 
won the shotput with Walter Rich of 
Newton second and Kerins of Brook- 
line third. 

Brookline feared Sloane in the 
broad jump but felt pretty certain of 
Gerstein for second place. Roger My- 
rick of Newton upset the dope by 
coming through on his last leap with 
an efTort which eclipsed Gerstein’s 
best by a couple of inches, giving him 
second place behind Sloane’s 19 ft. 
4 in. 

Newton sent several athletes into 
the annual Amherst College inter- 
scholastic meet on Memorial Day in 
which the competition was somewhat 
above Newton’s class through the 
presence of several Prep schools. The 
orange and black runners came 
through with points to finish well 
up among the high schools that were 
entered. 

Doug Sloane won the final of the 
100-yard dash; Palmer York took 
second in the 220-yard low hurdles; 
Captain Fitzgerald placed fourth in 
the mile run in which the winner 
set a new record; and Blair tied for 
fourth place in the high jump for 
the fractional point in Newton’s to- 
tal. 


OUR LADY HIGH 
CLINGS CLOSE TO TOP 

By winning its only game of the 
week last Friday Our Lady High of 
Newton clung close to the top rung 
of the Greater Boston Catholic High 
School League ladder in the race for 
1933 honors as St. Charles of Wal- 
tham smothered the pace-setting St. 
Mary’s nine from Brookline on the 
same day. The Our Lady High vic- 
tory and the St. Mary’s defeat left the 
two nines but a half game apart. St.

NEWTON CLOSES 
SEASON IN GAME 
WITH BROOKLINE 

Newton High will close Its 1933 
baseball senson tomorrow afternoon 
at Claflin Field, Nev.Tonville. against 
the Brookline High nine. Tho game, 
while having no hearing on the Sub- 
urban longue championship as both 
teams are out of the running for 
such honors, is of considerable im- 
portance. In addition to the intense 
rivalry which exists between the 
Garden City and the Wealthy Town 
outfits, the orange and black will be 
battling for revenge for the earlier 
season defeat at Brookline and will 
also be fighting to keep out of the 
cellar berth In the league standing. 

Through Its 7 to 2 defeat of Rlndge 
last Saturday the Newton nine 
tightened up the championship race. 
Had Rindge won from Newton it 
would have clinched the league title 
ns it only had its game with Cam- 
bridge Latin high this afternoon re- 
maining in its quest for honors. The 
two Cambridge teams are tied for the 
championship and the victorious nine 
this afternoon will win the 1933 title. 
The losing team will be tied for sec- 
ond place by the winner of tho New- 
ton-Brookline affair and the losing 
outfit in that game will drop into a 
lonely berth in the cellar. 

Phil Giles was to a considerable 
extent responsible for the Newton 
victory over Rindge last Saturday. 
For eight innings lie held the oppos- 
ing batters completely at bay with 
but one hit being made off his de- 
liveries. That hit was a grass-clip- 
ping grounder over third base which 
was within inches of the foul line.

Rotary Club 

“Government Partnership In Indus- 
try" was the timely topic presented 
to the Newton Rotary on Monday 
by Herbert N. McGill, president of 
the McGill Commodity Service. Mr. 
McGill spoke optimistically of the 
proposals for improved industrial 
conditions at the recent conference 
attended by 400 of the largest manu- 
facturers in Washington of the United 
Association of Manufacturers. It 
was proposed that: 

“Each industry determine the 
minimum amount of hours on both a 
minimum and maximum basis under 
which tlie industry can operate effi- 
ciently. 

“Each industry must work out a 
definite program to be presented to 
the president or board to be ap- 
pointed for approval. This will be 
done largely through trade associa- 
tions. 

“While there will be no general 
disregard for anti-trust laws, each 
industry will set a fair minimum price 
on its products. 

“Every concern in a specific indus- 
try must live up to the rules and 
regulations specified by the trade as- 
sociation. This will, of course, rep- 
resent the majority. The minority will 
be forced into line. In the event of 
the infraction of any of the rules and 
regulations set forth by the trade 
association for fair practice, the con- 
cern in question will he subject to 
punishment by law which will he 
severe.” 

The speaker explained briefly that 
there are three plans for the opera- 
tion of the Industrial Regulation 
Bill: 

1. President Roosevelt has unlim- 
ited powers to combat the depression 
with the $3,300,000,000 construction 
program, part of which is to he used 
in the regulation of industry, sub- 
divided as follows: 

Public highways — $400,000,000 of 
which $250,000,000 would follow the 
present allocation, and $150,000,000 
would he for extensions. 

Public buildings — no set limit. 

Naval construction — $100,000,000 
maximum. 

Army including equipment and 
possibly a huge airplane flotilla 
should the disarmament conference 
fail — $100,000,000 maximum. 

Slums and housing following the 
upturn of the United States Housing 
Corporation of war days— no limit. 

Natural resources including soil and 
rosion. forestry, and similar proj- 
ects. 

Loans to railroads for maintenance 
and equipment — no limit. 

2. Definite efforts will be made to 
divert as much of the $3,300,000,000 
into industrial channels as possible, 
where invested money would not only 
be an emergency stimulus but a per- 
manent investment tending to re- 
store profits and alleviate unemploy- 
ment. 

3. To return 3.000,000 workers on 
October 1 to industry with a mini- 
mum wage of $10 per week, all guar- 
anteed employment for six months, 
and half wages to be paid by gov- 
ernment and half by employer. 

Tlie speaker thought Plan 1 was 
fundamentally sound and vitally im- 
portant for the restoration of normal 
and ethical trade activity. He 
thought that some features of Plans 
2 and 3 were impractical.

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STATE AID TO REDUCE LOCAL TAX RATE 

The State Legislature next week will have before it a bill 
which is designed to relieve local tax rates of the cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth. The balancing of the State 
budget has always been little more than a matter of book- 
keeping. If the State received insufficient revenue to meet its 
expenses the necessary amount was levied upon the cities and 
towns as a “State tax” in proportion to valuation. The municip- 
ality was forced to pass this on to the tax payer in the real 
estate tax rate. During the past several years the decrease in 
State revenue through the reduction of amounts received from 
income tax sources plus the increased burden of welfare upon 
the cities and towns has resulted in an increased burden upon 
real estate. Under the proposed bill, which, if enacted, will 
increase income tax payments, impose a retail sales tax of 
one percent, impose a tax upon electrical energy, and take 
advantage of a ten to twelve million dollar gift from the Fed- 
eral Government, it is estimated that sufficient funds will be 
raised to wipe out any prospect of a state tax and permit ad- 
vances to the cities and towns to enable a reduction in the 
local tax rates. Various checks are placed upon the cities 
and towns so that the moneys thus received are properly used. 

The funds to be distributed wfU be based upon the increased 
expenditures during the past three years for various kinds of 
welfare purposes, including old age assistance, soldiers’ relief, 
and the like, instead of upon the former valuation basis. Using 
these welfare expenditures as a yardstick will give those cities 
and towns where this problem is most serious the most benefit. 
In brief it is aimed to relieve conditions where they are most 
acute. While Newton’s welfare problem might be termed 
serious, the character of the city as a whole is such that it is 
not as acute as in other places. Thus Newton will receive about 
$182 000, instead of more than twice that sum if distribution 
were on a valuation basis. Other things remaining constant 
the receipt of this amount would enable a reductron of about 
$1.00 per thousand in the local tax rate. 


THE POLITICAL POT BOILS 

While the political pot has been simmering away for some 
time it suddenly boiled over this week with Ex-Gov Alvan 
T Fuller’s announcement that he would be a candidate tor 
Governor next fall. The Ex-Governor terms his announcement 
as “hurried” through the fact that Lieut. Governor Bacon s 
name was among those on Morgan's Favored list. The Bacon 
faction has been growing stronger through the past months 
and while. the fact that hits connections with the Morgan firm 
are well known it may react to his disadvantage. A lot of 
water will flow over the dam between now and the pre- 
primary convention next April and the primary ln Sep * e ")S^ 
of 1934 and it would be just as well to wait and see what 
may happen in the coming months.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Power* 

We have yearly inspections of au- 
tomobiles; such inspections supposed- 
ly being compulsory. And the old, 
rattle-trap cars which are menaces 
on highways, and at which these ex- 
aminations are directed, are the au- 
tomobiles usually not taken by their 
owners to garages for inspection. We 
are having a free immunization of 
dogs in Newton to prevent rabies. 
And the dogs which will not be taken 
to be immunized will be those not 
licensed; largely curs allowed to 
roam about unrestrained in ordinary 
times, and those most in need of 
protection against rabies. The State 
law and the city ordinances requiring 
dogs to be licensed and to wear a 
collar with identifying inscription, 
will, in all probability continue to be 
ignored by Newton police. With peo- 
ple begging for aid, the city finds it 
expedient to appropriate a large sum 
of money to immunize dogs and oth- 
er considerable sums must be ex- 
pended to provide Pasteur treatment 
serum for persons bitten, or exposed 
to diseased dogs. 

Eventually, in Newton and like 
thickly settled places, the English 
law compelling permanent restraint 
of dogs must be enforced. Dogs are 
wonderful pals, but the large breeds 
don’t belong in cities where they 
defile and destroy neighbors’ lawns, 
gardens and shrubs, and menace the 
safety of the public. 


Washington st. and other streets in 
this city continue to be used as 
speedways by reckless autoists, with 
resultant danger to pedestrians and 
the majority of autoists who drive 
sanely. And Newton still is deprived 
of the protection, in the form of mo- 
torcycle policemen which it had in 
former years. 


Under The Gilded 
Dome 

The House Committee on Ways and 
Means reported a bill to the legisla- 
ture this week designed to take care 
of the tax and financial situation now 
existing. Action on the bill was post- 
poned from Wednesday to Monday. 

The bill is estimated, in its various 
features, to provide slightly more 
than twenty-million dollars through 
several sources of taxation. An addi- 
tional ten to twelve million is anti- 
cipated from the Federal government 
under the Wagner-Lewis act. Under 
the bill to come before the Legislature 
the State is authorized to borrow thir- 
ty-three millions of dollars for a three- 
year period which obligation will be 
met by the funds provided. 

The board is authorized to approve 
advances to municipalities on a basis 
of increased expenditures for welfare 
purposes in 1932 over 1929 such ad- 
vances to be used only for welfare 
purposes, for which appropriations 
were made previous to application for 
an advance from the State, or to meet 
maturing temporary loans, or to be 
treated as an estimated receipt by the 
assessors in fixing the tax rate. 

The finance board also has power 
to refuse anything more than fifty 
per cent of the maximum allowable 
advance if the municipality concerned 
has not administered its finances to 
the approval of the commissioner of 
public welfare and the commissioner 
of state aid. 

A Municipal Relief Fund is set-up 
which shall comprise all moneys re- 
ceived under the act as well as those 
received from the Federal Emergency 
Relief Act. Exemptions are reduced to 
$1500 instead of the present minimum 
of $2000. Married men are allowed $500 
for a wife and $250 for each minor 
child. Other features of this same 
section permit of exemption for other 
persons entirely dependent upon the 
income taxpayer. Exemptions are al- 
lotted up to $3000 except where the 
income is greater than $8000 when 
no exemptions whatever are permissi- 
ble. These changes will apply to 1933 
incomes. One change is made in the 
1932 income tax rate through the levy- 
ing of a ten percent surtax which 
will appear on the tax bills to be paid 
in the early fall. 

The third part of the bill imposes 
a retail sales tax and a tax on elec- 
trical energy.

JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 

An American Institution 

The combining of the school years seven, eight, and nine in one 
organization generally known as the junior high school originated 
over thirty years ago. We. ns Americans, should feel gratified that 
this very significant contribution was made by us. Our education- 
al system was inherited from across the seas. Certain changes and 
adaptations have been made, but essentially it has been the type 
which the old world developed. The junior high school, however, 
marked the beginning of a renaissance, the end of which is not yet. 

Columbus. Ohio, and Berkeley, California contend for the honor 
of having first used this type of school, but wherever it was first 
tried, it developed west of the Mississippi and attained its most 
rapid growth in the decade following the close of the World War. 

In 1917 there were apparently 150 cities in the United States 
which had one or more junior high schools, with fourteen of these 
schools located in Massachusetts. Ten years later the number of 
junior high schools in Massachusetts alon.e was 170, with an en- 
rollment of 77.S24 pupils. This most remarkable growth was par- 
alleled in most of the other states of the Union. 

What Caused This Great Change in Secondary School Organization? 

It marked not only a radical change in educational methods and 
emphasis, but it is an integral pnrt of the commercial, mechanical, 
social, religious and emotional revolution which is so recent in our 
lives that we as yet are largely unable to visualize and evaluate it 
properly. 

Our social organization has hurtled forward at such a dizzy 
speed that schools organized to meet the needs of the generation 
preceding this era would be as inadequate to train the pupils for 
life in 1933 as the highways of twenty years ago would be to care 
for the rushing congestion of our streets today. 

The environment of our modern youth has expanded to un- 
dreamed-of boundaries. For the first time in the world’s history 
it seems that our schools must provide “education for all the children 
of all the people.’’ Our colleges are suddenly filled with a type 
which heretofore has not gone beyond high school, if indeed as 
far as this. Our high schools are filled with those who before 
this abandoned the pursuit of education as soon as they complied 
with the statutory requirements of age and grade attainments. 

Educates “All the Children of All the People’* 

The junior high school is America’s answer to this amazing 
challenge. Here “all the children of all the people” are received. 
They are not only taught the fundamentals of orthodox subject 
matter, but they are drilled in the PRACTICE of desirable qualities 
of citizenship and democracy. 

Pupils who pass through a modern junior high school re- 
ceive a training which fits them for living in this modern world, 
not by learning from the pages of a book and committing things 
found therein to memory, but by practicing in the life of the school 
the qualities which are required for good and successful commun- 
ity life. Here the pupils learn the things which are most useful 
to them today. They are not learning because it is “good mental 
discipline” or because he “will need to know this later in life,” 
but because the knowledge is useful here in school today, after school 
this afternoon, and in the family life this evening. 

(This is the first of a series of articles descriptive of 
the junior high school in theory and practice.)

Four girls 
of high school ago were ordered from 
the main building of the Newton Free 
Library for making too much noise 
and otherwise disturbing patrons. In 
all my youth the boys never allowed 
the girls to steal the glory of being 
thrown out of the public library. But 
things are different nowadays. Ac- 
cording to what I read problems of 
misconduct among school pupils are 
studied" and corporal punishment is 
not employed. That made me feel 
better. I can understand that if the 
teachers don’t want to resort to harsh 
methods of correction t lie boys can’t 
help it. They probably do what they 
can to provoke their instructors. 

Not to be Scorned 

If the question is not embarrassing 
— and I don’t see why it should be 
— I should like to know how many 
have gathered some of their pleasant- 
est memories of the theatre from a 
seat in the top balcony. Of those 
I have asked orally nearly all have 
promptly averred that for the com- 
paratively trifling cost of a gallery 
seat they enjoyed the performances 
of some of the most renowned stage 
stars. 

If I am not mistaken the passing 
of tiie gallery has done the theatre 
no good. Nor am I alone in this view. 
Having expressed it more than once 
and having heard others do the same 
i Vi ala much g rat ifled to read in A r 
thur Mann’s article, "The American 
Theatre Goes Broke," that he thinks 
so, too. Writing for the American 
Mercury, Mr. Mann says that the first 
turn in the wrong direction made by 
tin* managers was when they began 
neglecting the gallery. He contends 
that the hoy in the gallery sits in the 
balcony tomorrow and before long 
will be occupying, with bis best girl, 
seats in the orchestra. He allows 
about five yeurs for the transition, by 
the way. 

And I think you’ll agree with Mr. 
Mann that it was a mistake for the 
theatrical producers to build play- 
houses without galleries, thereby 
showing the "gullery god" he was no

longer wanted. On the other hand, 
this humble but discriminating play- 
goer did not accept, and I turn again 
to Mr. Mann, the introduction of a 
"whispering style of delivery that was 
barely audible.” You and I like to 
hear what the actors say and so does 
the man in the back row of the gal- 
lery. Modern acting makes it diffi- 
cult — almost impossible — at times. 

Of course there are other reasons 
for the general flop of the show busi- 
ness but I would like to stick to the 
gallery in this instance. One of t lie 
ablest attorneys I know once told me 
how as a boy in New York he saw 
many a brilliant first night perform- 
ance from t lie uppermost perch of 
all. Furthermore, he used to sit up 
a good part of that night when he 
got home, writing his impressions. 
These he compared with what the 
newspaper critics had to say. His 
love of the theatre could never have 
been nurtured except for the gallery. 

Other experiences come from the 
most unexpected sources., A surJ 
geon of unusual skill and prominence 
confided in me that ail through his 
boyhood and student days he was a 
devout gallery patron. Once, when 
an eminent actress came to him as 
a patient lie told her how he had 
known her for years from his sky- 
high seat. This brought forth a frank 
statement from her that players great- 
ly value the opinion of the "gallery 
gods.”

She 
made rousing comments upon the 
problem of education us affected in 
these days of depression, that should 
well considered by all good citi- 
zens, and she offered two suggestions 
orthy of being tried out. Ih a ring- 
ing challenge she asked: "Shall we 
in our present economic stress, allow 
our standard of education to rise or 
fall with the stock market? Shall we 
allow a financial depression to threat- 
en our children’s future — to deprive 
them of what we Americans consider 
an Inalienable right -the right to the 
best thit schools cun give? Cun we 


afford not to educate our children 9 

"I am not a propagandist, but one 
of the needs of the hour, in my opin 
ion, Is that the subject of finance be 
divorced from the subject of educa- 
tion. Inadequate supplies, poorly 
qualified and underpaid teachers and 
cheap buildings do not nlwovs mean 
that they involve the least outlay of 
money. 

Usually the individual business 
man is as uninformed in school ad- 
ministration ns are teachers in the 
management of business. Unwise at- 
tacks upon school or business may 
ruin either. There is a need in every 
community for free conference of all 
interested in education. School peo- 
ple. business men. women s clubs and 
individual parents — the greatest inter- 
est of the community— the education 
of its children — must have the united 
consideration of all. We have been 
operating in separate groups. Let 
us get together for the good of the 
schools and of the children in those 
schools. 

"Of the many problems in educa- 
tion today, the most discouraging and 
tragic of all is how to rearrange our 
system of education so that the col- 
lege graduate, the high school grad- 
uate, has a fair chance of being ab- 
sorbed into some gainful occupation. 

"There is one problem which 
presses with undeniable Insistence for 
solution. Our high schools are grad- 
uating thousands of young men and 
young women each June, eager to en- 
ter the business world or to continue 
their studies, yet they will be pre- 
vented from doing either of these 
things by conditions for which they 
are in no way responsible. 

"Two procedures seem to me con 
currently feasible. Each would he 
an emergency measure. First, a defi- 
nite status should be giv.en to post- 
graduates in our high schools. Com- 
munities should set up temporarily 
a distinct division of the school sys- 
tem to safeguard their well-being, and. 
above all. some qualified person 
should he given definite responsibil- 
ity {or this group and its proper care 
and direction. 

“Second. I think some of our most 
populous centres should go further 
and organize emergency junior col- 
leges. to he operated at a minimum 
cost, in buildings which could be had 
at little or no rental. Educational 
leaders and public-minded citizens 
could do no greater service at this 
critical hour than to give merited con- 
sideration to these post-high school 
problems. Energy anil intelligence 
applied at this point will return abun- 
dant dividends in wise, orderly and 
well-oriented citizens.’’ 

Turning to the educational possibil- 
ities of the radio. Mrs. Pigeon de- 
clared that the challenge of cheap 
and repulsively thrilling programs 
would he taken up. She promised 
some decisive action by the General 
Federation at Richmond. Stating that 
dime novels and slap-stick type of ra- 
dio programs were undoing the work 
of teachers in the schools in educat- 
ing the children, she announced that 
these programs "had gone too far. 
and something will have to be done 
about it. 

"These amazing types of blood and 
thunder stories send the children to 
bed to dream horrible dreams, and 
these dreams are frequently carried 
over into their subconscious minds 
and are very harmful.” 

Mrs. Pigeon said she had visited 
some homes where the children were 
so engrossed in listening to the ra- 
dio t hat they would actually fail to 
welcome her. 

“They don’t want to miss a sin- 
gle one of the episodes.” she said, 
"yet some of them are much worse 
than the stories in the old dime nov- 
els that mothers forbade their chil- 
dren to read.” 

In outlining her program to effect 
a change from the present commer- 
cial control. Mrs. Pigeon said that 
tlie women’s dubs would prohablv 
seek to have a Federal Commission 
appointed by the President to make 
a survey of the whole field of radio. 
Women, she said. will, no doubt, play 
a big part in advising this commis- 
sion. 

Always having appeal, according to 
Mrs. Charles E. P. Thompson of New 
Bedford, chairman of Literature and 
Drama, people are turning more than 
ever to amateur drama organizations 
for relief and recreation in these try- 
ing times. An outstanding achieve- 
ment in drama this year has been 
the play writing contest sponsored hy 
Old Colony Woman’s Club of South 
Weymouth. Of the 15 original plays 
submitted from all parts of the state, 
the first prize went to Mrs. Alice 
Chaplin, of South Weymouth, and the 
second to Arroln Bush Cole, of Dan- 
vers. An outcome of the contest is 
the scholarship to be nwnrded to a 
girl studying drnmntie art. 

Consideration of education, drama, 
and literature, in artistic helpfulness, 
occupied the morning session, the af- 
ternoon one on Wednesday took up 
problems of the American home, in 
finances, musical entertainment, and 
child welfare. 

"Why not use part of your leisure 
time in th«> study of family finance?" 
was the challenge of Mrs. Norman H. 
Hastings, of Rosllndale, chairman of 
the division of the American Home, 
sounding an oft-repeated note. "This 
is an ideal time to start your spending 
plan. Some of us have been surprised 
at the results obtained by this study." 

Mrs. Hastings announced that the 
present holder of the scholarship to 
the Garland School of Homemaking 
lias completed the course and thnt it 
will he conferred agnln In the fall 
upon the best girl applying, judged on 
a competitive basis. She will welcome 
the names of girls worthy of this hon- 
or. 

"Our women’s clubs of the entire 
state are alive, alert and wide awake 
io the place music, holds in the soule 
of us all." asserted Mrs. George F. 
Schroeder, of Needham, Music chair- 
man. expressing gratitude at the very 
evident revivul of music in the per- 
sonal experience of club members. 
Latent talents again have been per- 
mitted to appear, she said, and music 
in the home, in the neighborhood, and 
in the community, has been fostered 
iu the enforced leisure. Home groups

opinion of Mrs. Schroder, and she also 
advocates the policy "know your 
schools musically." 

"Until every child in our great Com- 
monwealth has had his chance for a 
place in the sun, the work of the 
Child Welfare division will not be fin- 
ished." stnted Mrs. William S. Piper, 
of Holden, chairman, reviewing the 
manifold activities on behalf of the 
child. "In these times of stress we 
have felt the recreation and leisure 
time occupation of our boys and girls 
to he of greatest importance. We have 
urged the use of libraries, art mu- 
seums. and of all sources of cultural 
entertainment, with careful supervis- 
ion of the motion pictures they see, 
and the radio programs they hear." 

Governor’s Night, with its recep- 
tion to visiting clubwomen, is always 
the gala night of the Annual Meet- 
ing. So. on Wednesday night the 
President's table in the dining hall 
saw Mrs. Bennett entertaining as 
guests Governor Joseph B. Ely. Mrs. 
Ely. the Governor’s aides, and the 
reader of the evening. Adele Hoes 
Lee. Club presidents, numbering 235. 
formed in the hotel corridors, two by I 
two. and marched along the lighted 
lane to Convention Hall. — the proces- j 
slon led by the Governor and the State i 
president, winding across the great | 
auditorium and up the aisle, in review j 
before the Governor of the Common- 
wealth. to the reserved seats at the 
front. Flowers and evening frocks of 
every hue made a colorful spectacle, 
added to greatly in stateliness by the j 
standard bearers of each group of 
presidents, the directors of each of 
the sixteen districts, bearing aloft a 
standard with the district number in 
gold. The Groton Woman’s Club 
Smagra Quintet played spirited airs, 
and applause of each president's 
friends gave thrilling interest. 

Governor Ely. in his address de- 
fending his interest in the repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment, declared 
that repealists are not immoral indi- 
viduals. He expressed the opinion 
thnt the cause of half of the criminal 
cases in the courts is inspired by the 
success of the bootlegger. "What we 
want to do is to set up at least a tem- 
perate zone in the state and to have 
an opportunity to improve the condi- 
tions of law and order. Most of the 
rime committed is due to lack of re- 
spect for the laws of the land.” he 
said. The Governor gave information 
oncoming taxation and explained the 
plan under which Massachusetts would 
raise $30,000,000 through a grant from 
the Federal government under the 
Lu Follette-Costignn bill, and secure a 
loan in the private money market to 
he distributed to cities and towns of 
the State to help meet the public wel- 
fare expenses and provide relief for 
tlie existing tax on reul estate and 
the burden carried hy the home own- 
er. 

He pointed out thnt the grant would 
he from the Federul government and 
would he distributed to cities aud 
towns without provision of repayment, 
while amounts which the State would 
he compelled to borrow would be dis- 
tributed wit it the provision that the 
money would be reputd to the States 
hy the municipalities over n period of 
years. 

He said he did not like the sales 
tax or the income tax. und did not like 
any kind of tax. but if there were no 
tuxes there would be no highway and 
no schools. He declared thut $200.- 
000.000 hud been tukeu out of the real

Say Drink Problem Must Be 
Solved by Education 


The following plea to the voters 
of Newton to go to the polls next Tues- 
day and vote against repealing the 
18th Amendment, was sent to the 
GRAPHIC by the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union of Newton Cen- 
tre. This organization Is actively cam- 
paigning in behalf of the “dry” cause. 

The drive to repeal prohibition is 
exceptionally dangerous because: 

1 — It is unaccompanied by any in- 
telligent move to cope with the liquor 
problem. 

2 — It is obviously planned to put 
liquor control in the hands of those 
Interested in increasing the consump- 
tion of liquor rather than in reducing 
or limiting consumption. 

Many people have been led to be- 
lieve the “liquor problem” can be 
solved by some method of sale, which 
is relatively a minor element. The 
real problem is to be solved by indi- 
vidual education in the scientific facts 
of alcohol, and through public appre- 
ciation of the destructive anti-social 
character of intoxicating liquor. This 
leads logically to total abstinence and 
prohibition. 

Prohibition has been subjected to 
years of one sided propaganda, found- 
ed on a plan to substitute a tax on 
liquor for the corporation and income 
levies. There is an illogical hysteria 
to “balance the budget” by repeal. 
Balancing the budget on the terms 
required by the liquor habit will prob- 
ably cost the American people five 
dollars for every dollar collected. This 
indirect cost includes the maintain- 
ance of hospitals, asylums, alms- 
houses, orphanuges, private charities. 
Repeal means drunken accidents, bad 
debts, fires, loss of earning power. 

Repeal means the saloon; tremend- 
ous quantities of hard liquor as well 
as beer. It means drunkenness and 
drunken automobile driving; it means 
degradation in the home and in the 
nation.

Would Let Down 
Bars on Zoning 

In Newton 

Alderman Cronin Argues For 
More Leniency 

At the meeting of the Board of A1 
dermen on Monday night the petition 
of Albert H. Webber for a permit to 
erect a refreshment stand at 2133 
Commonwealth ave., Aubumdale, was 
turned down. This locus is In a res- 
idence zone. Webber has only re- 
cently moved to Auburndale from Bos 
ton and Is not on the assessors’ poll 
list. The petition was reported on 
adversely by both the Claims & Rules 
and Licenses Committees. 

Alderman Cronin of Auburndale, 
who is serving his first year on the 
Board advocated the granting of the 
petition. Cronin argued that Web- 
ber. who has bought the property In 
question, Is a war veteran, In poor 
health and can’t get work. He only 
wdlits to erect the booth for the sale 
of ice cream and tonic during the 
warm months, and the neighbors have 
not protested against the petition. Cro- 
nin argued that Boards of Aldermen 
in the past have made changes in 
zoning and that other changes will 
be made in the future. He said that 
the Constitution of the United States 
has been changed very often and that 
zoning changes In Newton should be 
made whenever conditions warrant. 
He commented that he did not believe 
Webber would make much profit in 
his proposed venture, but he should 
be granted the permit. 

Alderman Gallagher said that 
while all the members of the Board 
sympathize with Webber, or with any- 
one in distress, help in some other 
way should be found for him. Galla- 
gher said that if the Aldermen let 
down the bars in zoning to aid Web- 
ber, the Board would spend much of 
its time in the future considering sim- 
ilar petitions and the zoning in New- 
ton would he threatened. He urged 
that Webber’s permit be refused. 


$50,000 More For 
High Level Sewer 


At the meeting of the Aldermen 
on Monday night the sum of $50,000 
was appropriated for the construction 
of the high level sewer which is be- 
ing constructed at Newton and New- 
tonville. Alderman Cronin asked why 
it was necessary to appropriate this 
money? Alderman Murray, chairman 
of the Public Works Committee said 
that more money is required to com- 
plete this project. President Collins 
of the Board explained that it was 
estimated that this work would cost 
$375,000 and that the original appro- 
priation was $300,000. In the construc- 
tion of the sewer at the Newton- 
ville end, near Cabot Park, consid- 
erable quicksand was encountered, 
which has added to the expense. 


Illegally Built 
Greenhouses to Stay 

Domenic Uttaro of 331 Grove st., 
Auburndale, was granted a permit by 
the Aldermen on Monday night for a 
greenhouse which he erected many 
months ago without a permit in a res 
idence zone. Last year the Aldermen 
refused Uttaro a permit for this build- 
ing because of the fact It had been il- 
legally erected, and it was supposed 
that the Public Buildings Department 
would compel the structure to be 
torn down, but, as in other cases, the 
violation of the law was condoned. 
The Claims & Rules Committee of 
this year’s Board recommended that 
Uttaro he given the permit. 

Alderman Grebenstein said that the 
building does not project very high 
above ground and Is really a hothouse; 
It adjoins property of the Boston & 
Albany railroad. 

Alderman Temperley opposed the 
granting of the permit. Ho said that 
Uttaro had erected the building with- 
out a permit and was getting away 
with it, while another property own- 
er on Grove st. who had properly 
asked for a green house permit, had 
been refused a couple of times.

Fifth Anniversary 

Newton-Andover Confers Many 
Degrees on Tuesday 

"The new day demands a new deal 
which must ho Initiated by the in- 
digenous churches on the foreign 
Held, whose call for special service 
will he irresistible to young life in 
our colleges and seminaries. ’’ de- 
clared Dr. Enoch F. Bell, Editorial 
Secretary of the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions, 
in an address Tuesday afternoon, 
in the First Congregational Church of 
Newton Centre, on the occasion of the 
125th anniversary of Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

“And what is coming? First, the re- 
thinking of missions that Is now go- 
ing on will give such a scientific and 
philosophical basis for a Christian 
world mission as will remove the se- 
rious. devastating doubt that has 
been in the minds of intellectual lead- 
ers in our seminaries and churches. 

“Second, the reevaluation of the 
missionary enterprise caused by the 
national and international, economic, 
social, and ethical crisis through 
which we have been passing Is bound 
to eventuate in a new experience of 
God In the heart and life of the in- 
dividual, and this in turn will provide 
the Church of America with that In- 
ner missionary urge which is a slue 
quo non for the revival of voluntary 
giving in men, money and prayer to 
world missionaries so vitally needed 
right now. 

“Third, the indigenous churches of 
the so-called mission fields will come 
to realize that they have their part 
to play In the development of a new 
and dynamic sense of responsibility 
in America for Christian service with 
them. They will learn how to use 
us better than they do today. They 
will set aside definite pieces of 
work, in perhaps unoccupied areas of 
thought and life-work that will not 
he done unless American missionar- 
ies do it— work. too. of such difficult 
and diversified nature as to challenge 
the best In our youth. 

“Fourth, there must come, and will 
come, such an offering of young life 
that our churches, or individuals and 
groups therein, will begin to give to 
missions as they began a century and 
a quarter ago. What the new eccle- 
siastical systems, apportionment 
plans, every member canvasses, com- 
missions on missions and board secre- 
taries have not been able to supply 
in their costly ‘education’ cultivation 
and their high pressure ’promotional’ 
drives will be done in a day by these 
young men and women on fire with 
missionary conviction, zeal and pur- 
pose.” 

The combined institutions granted 
degrees as follows: Doctor of Divin- 
ity, 7; Bachelor of Divinity, Andover, 
7. Newton 17; Bachelor of Religious 
Education, 8; Muster of Sacred Theo- 
logy, 5.

Aldermen Attack 
Policy of Newton 
School Department 

Criticise Refusal to Appoint 
Inexperienced Newton Girls 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night sharp 
criticisms were made by several of 
the members on the policy of the 
Newton School Department In refus- 
ing to appoint Newton girls to posi- 
tions as teachers In the schools of 
this city unless they have had prior 
experience In other schools. Alderman 
Holden of Ward 6 brought this mat 
ter before the Board after the rout- 
ine business had been completed. 

Mr. Holden said that the younger 
citizens of Newton are unable to find 
employment in this city. If a young 
graduate applies for a teaching job 
in the Newton public schools, he or 
she is turned down because they lack 
experience. Mr. Holden stated that it 
is impossible for Newton young men 
and women teachers to get this ex- 
perience In other cities or towns be- 
cause they are told when they en- 
deavor to get appointed elsewhere — 
“We are taking care of our own.” He 
said that he does not want to try 
to interfere with the School Commit- 
tee. but some action should be taken 
to enable young residents of Newton 
who have graduated from colleges to 
have an opportunity to get positions 
in our schools, Instead of having such 
positions given to outsiders. Alder- 
man Sproat of Ward 1 agreed with 
Alderman Holden and said he hoped 
an investigation will be made and 
some action taken. 

President Collins of the Board com- 
mented — “I hope the newer aldermen 
will be more su -cessful in this matter 
than we older, aldermen have been.” 
Alderman Temperley said that former 
Supt. of Schools Spaulding gave ap- 
pointments to young, inexperienced 
teachers of promise, starting them at 
low salaries. Temperley commented 
that the Aldermen should show more 
interest in regarding the Newton 
schools. President Collins stated that 
he believes the aldermen have no au- 
thority to pass any ordinance speci- 
fying that Newton residents shall be 
given preference in appointments to 
teaching positions, and City Solicitor 
Bartlett agreed with him. 

Alderman Gallagher of Ward 1 said 
that for 30 years Boards of Aldermen 
have been trying to do something 
with School Committees, and have 
not succeeded. The various school 
committees in the past have refused 
to allow Newton girls to teach in the 
Newton schools without salaries, ac- 
cording to Gallagher. He stated that 
the school committees have taken a 
“Holier than Thou** attitude, and the 
only recognition they have given the 
aldermen has been to ask for $1,500,- 
000 appropriations to run the schools

City Will Also Vote on Beer 
Licenses 


Unchained Dogs

On Monday afternoon 400 dogs were 
brought to the gymnasium behind the 
Newton High School to be immunized 
against rabies.

The only untoward incident 
during the afternoon was a short fight 
between an Airedale and a police dog. 
the former being the aggressor. On 
Wednesday afternoon about 400 more 
dogs were brought to be immunized.

Next Tuesday, June 13th, is the 
day on which the special election 
will be held to elect delegates to the 
Constitution Convention called to take 
action on the retention or repeal of 
the 18th Amendment. Ten States 
have already voted in favor of re- 
peal. including the erstwhile “dry'’ 
strongfold — Indiana, which voted on 
Tuesday of this week. Thirty-six 
States must vote in favor of repeal 
before the 18th Amendment would be 
revoked. The "dry" candidates in the 
9th Congressional District, which in- 
cludes the City of Newton are— Alice 
M. Morton, Brookline; Sidney R. Por- 
ter. Newton Centre; Elizabeth Tilton. 
Cambridge. They are opposed to re- 
peal. The “wet” candidates are — 
James Roosevelt. Cambridge; Daniel 
H. Coaktey, Jr., Brighton; B. Loring 
Young. Weston. They favor repeal. 

The polling places for Tuesday's 
election are as follows— Ward 1. Pre- 
cinct 1. Stearns School; Ward 2, 
Precinct 2. Fire Station. Washington 
st.; Ward 2. Precincts 1 and 5, va- 
cant store at 841 Washington at.;

3. Davis School; Precinct 2, Pierce 
School; Ward 4. Precincts 1 and 3. 
Burr School: Precinct 2. Lower Falls 
Library; Ward 5. Precinct 1, Emer- 
son School; Precincts 2 and 4, Hyde 
School; Precinct 3. Angler School: 
Ward 6, Precincts 1, 3 and 4, New- 
ton Centre Woman’s Club; Precinct 
3. Parish House. Hammond st. ; Ward 
7, Precincts 1 and 2. Underwood 
School. The polling places will open 
at 7 a. m.. and close at 8 p. m. 

In addition to voting for delegates 
to the Constitutional Convention 
which will decide on the repeal of 
the ISth Amendment, the citizens of 
Newton on next Tuesday will vote 
on the question — “Shall licenses be 
granted in this city for the sale 
therein of wines and malt beverages?” 
Malt beverages of not more than 
3.2^ alcoholic content have been 
on sale in this city the past couple of 
months by permission of Mayor 
Weeks, with the approval of the 
Board of Aldermen. Thirty-four li- 
censes for the sale of beer in bottles 
by grocery stores and markets were 
granted. This is the limit allowed in 
this city by the law enacted by the 
Legislature. There are 8 other ap- 
plications for licenses on file. Thirty- 
five licenses were granted to common 
victuallers for the sale of beer to be 
drunk on the premises. Each type 
of license cost $50 for a thres 
months’ period. The sale of beer has 
not been large, but the market and 
grocery men in the city desire them 
because customers would go to out- 
of-town stores and trade if the local 
dealers could not supply the malt 
beverage to those who desire iL 

The "dry” organizations in this 
city have been working quietly and 
persistently and will poll most of 
their strength next Tuesday. There 
are voters in Newton who will vote 
in favor of repeal and against local 
licensing, and there are other voters 
who will favor the sale of the light 
beer, but who will oppose the repeal 
of the ISth Amendment.

TWO-MILE RELAY 
QUARTET SETS NEW 
MARK AT STATE RELAY

“Government 1 r Hecondary to the 
needs of the Individual and the pur- 
pose of the state is to serve the 
individual,” said William Frayer, for- 
merly of the University of Michigan 
Faculty, and now of the Bureau of 
University Travel, to the Newton Ro- 
tary Club at their regular noon day 
meeting on Monday at the Brae Burn 
Club. 

Mr. Frayer gave a scholarly dis- 
course on the underlying philosophy 
of democracy. He claimed that the 
real basis and origin of current prin- 
ciples of democracy were created 
when, through the bloodless revolu- 
tion of 1688 in England, the “Di- 
vine Right of Kings” theory was 
abandoned and the great thinkers of 
the day, headed by John Locke, jus- 
tified a new philosophy — the princi- 
ples of the inalienable rights of man. 
Such a recognition of rights imposes 
on members of a state the subscrip- 
tion to corresponding obligations and 
duties of the Individual. Democracy, 
then, is sound and to justify his 
claim Mr. Frayer showed that only 
those countries which had a demo- 
cratic form of government have sub- 
sisted during the War and Post War 
periods.

Next Tuesday the voters of the Commonwealth will go to 
the polls to ballot for delegates to attend a Constitutional Con- 
vention called to ratify or reject a proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States. Under this amendment, of- 
ficially designated as the twenty-first article, the 18th amend- 
ment fs repealed. For several years past the subject has been 
debated at length and has even become a leading political issue. 
One result of Tuesday's election will be to eliminate that angle 
of the situation in the problem. There is little doubt but pro- 
hibition has been of benefit to the people of the United States 
in many respects. There is, on the other hand, not much doubt 
but what prohibition placed a powerful weapon in the hands 
of bootleggers and racketeers. Many of those who seek repeal 
of prohibition do not hesitate to declare that they want no 
return of the open saloon. By its text the proposed amend- 
ment does not prevent the return of the saloon although Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike have promised legislation of 
this character which will become necessary by public demand 
if repeal is ratified. Regardless of whether you favor repeal 
or are against repeal, cast your vote on Tuesday. Only by a 
clear majority vote will the true feelings of the voters be 
expressed.

Any 
men or youths who appear uncovered 
from the waist up, or who even let 
down the shoulder straps on their 
bathings suits, will be arrested and 
prosecuted. Youths attending Newton 
High School are not restricted by 
such a regulation. They indulge 
in games on the athletic field at the 
school garbed only in diminutive 
tights, and naked from the hips up. 
In some of the informal games, so we 
are informed, shirts are discarded by 
the boys playing on one team, so that 
they can he distinguished as they run 
about in the huff. Such opposing 
teams might be designated “the shirts” 
and “the shirtleBS.” Puritanical in- 
hibition isn’t being practiced at the 
Newton High School athletic field.

large number of people think they 
have been the clowns. And how the 
crowd has been feeding peanuts to 
the elephants. 

Florists in the Newtonti. like about 
all other business men, have been ex- 
periencing hard times the past few 
years. It is anything but jnBt to these 
men, who pay heavy taxes, or rents, 
to allow non-residents to come into 
this city a few days before Memorial 
Day, pay a few dollars for rental of 
a vacant lot of land, or a sidewalk lo- 
cation. and capture a large part of 
the trade which otherwise would go 
to the florists who do business in this 
city the year round, and who depend 
largely on a few days of the year for 
their income: Memorial Day in par- 
ticular. Many other cities and towns 
have virtually prohibited transient 
vendors by levying high fees on the 
buttinskys. Newton should do like 
wise. 


In a statement issued recently 
through the Governor’s committee on 
Street and Highway Safety, General 
Daniel H. Needham. Commissioner of 
Public Safety said that the State Po- 
lice squarely accept responsibility for 
the conditions on the highways pa- 
trolled by them. Last year, some 
months before General Needham as- 
sumed control of the State Police, 
we commented in this column that in 
recent years State Police have been 
doing little patrolling of the state 
highways. In contrast to the earlier 
years following the formation of the 
organization of which they are mem- 
bers. It Is to he hoped that Gen- 
eral Needham will insist on a return 
to proper patrolling of the state high- 
ways by his subordinates. 


Former Governor Alvan T. Fuller, 
In his attack on Caspar Bacon, dis- 
played that chivalry which has been 
characteristic of his method of poli- 
tical fighting in the past. Mr. Fuller 
mude a good governor. He possesses 
courage and independence. But, when 
Mr. Fuller makes the announcement 
that he can be elected again to his 
former office, he doesn’t reulize that 
times have changed a whole lot dur- 
ing the pust few years. During this 
hectic period Mr. Fuller evidenced 
a sorry attitude regarding the plight 
Into which millions of New England 
workers have fallen through no fault 
of their own. He proclaimed that cit- 
ies in this State which have been 
unable to care for their needy Hhould 
be allowed "to stew in their own 
juice.” TIBb elegant metaphor will 
arise to impede the future political 
umbltion of the poor boy who be- 
came a rich roan.

THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL (Cont.) 

Newtonitos are familiar with the Junior High School and know 
that It was organized to meet the needs of early adolescence, bridg- 
ing the ages of twelve to fifteen, covering grades seven, eight and 
nine. 

Beyond these points it might mot be amiss to explain that this 
type of educational offering, in contrast to the eight year grammar 
and four year high school, is known ns the 6-3-3 plan, with six 
years in the elementary grades, three in the intermediate or junior 
high school, and three In the senior high school. 

Newtonitos. furthermore, did not commit themselves to this 
newer trend in. education without giving the matter very serious 
consideration. The past decade has served to show the wisdom 
of this choice. Angelo Patrl, widely known to parents ns a power- 
ful contributor to modern educational practice, has this to sny in 
1933: 

‘‘The school designed for these children ean.not he merely a 

place of lessons. It should he in essence a mode of living, a 

placo where the hungers of a newly created person are allowed 
to find satisfaction. Why learn if not to serve? Why possess if 
not to give? Why suffer if not to comfort? The junior high school 
therefore, is NOT a place that prepares children for a definite 
trade. It is not a technical or professional school. Examinations, 
courses of study, methods of teaching have no prior right there. 

The junior high school is a place where this child of unstable 

moods, of tremendous energy, unfolds his powers naturally and 
easily. It is a place where mistakes and adjustments are ex- 
pected and understood. It is a place where the danger of excess 
is recognized. The school knows that the child is likely to go 
beyond his powers for he is a creature of excess. . . . His mentnl 
and physical health must be guarded. Marks, ratings, promotions 
are of secondary importance. Applause and appreciation and guid- 
ance and sympathy are the very life of the school. . . .” 

With the trend definitely toward more leisure time our educa- 
tional offering should strive more than ever to develop in children 
lasting interests and appreciations that will boil down in.to purpose- 
ful hobbies. More than ever will our children he confronted with 
the problem of constructive living with one’s neighbors. These 
experiences cannot he talked into children nor preached to them. 
They must be lived. The ‘‘three R” stage of half a century ago 
hardly seems to ofTer a rich enough background on which to weave 
the warp and woof of modern good human relations. 

To further substantiate the fact that the junior high school 
seems to have built itself rather firmly into the American educa- 
tional program, another recent quotation is submitted from the 
pen of Professor Philip W. L. Cox. the junior high school authority 
of New York University. He says: 

‘‘The junior high school is a consummation of the desires of 
intelligent and forward looking men that children he freed from 
the hampering restrictions of traditional Imposed learning, and by 
vigorous and purposeful efforts to learn and accomplish. In this 
new environment, therefore, teachers help boys and girls to set 
up objectives for themselves which are dynamic, reasonable, and 
worthwhile. Moreover, they help youths, so far as possible, to 
achieve their objectives. Hence, they become guides, philosophers, 
and friends of children rather than their task masters.”

Under The Gilded 
* Dome 


With the end of the present leg- 
islative session practically in sight 
the House and Senate are giving their 
consideration to several important 
matters. Chief among these are bills 
seeking to relieve the pressing bur- 
den of taxation upon real estate in 
the various cities and towns and a 
petition requesting the Governor to 
remove Judge Stone from the Dis- 
trict Court bench in the Cambridge 
Court. Debate on the latter matter 
has been postponed until next Wed- 
nesday. The Committee on Judiciary 
which held many hearings upon the 
petition has filed a majority and mi- 
nority report which will be printed 
for the benefit of the members of the 
Legislature. The committee reported 
lu to 5 in favor of the petition to 
have the Governor remove the judge 
and it is expected that there will he 
considerable debate on the matter. 
The majority report contends that 
Judge Stone was gniltv of wilful and 
fraudulent misappropriation of funds 
entrusted to his care as an attorney 
and fiduciary officer. The minority 
report Is based on the belief that 
the Stone case is not the type con- 
templated by the State Constitution 
for exercise of the removal power 
and that his actions as a fiduciary 
officer had nothing to do with his po- 
sition as a judge. The minority fur- 
ther reported as unfortunate the lax 
method of hookkeeping used by the 
judge. 

With the burden of taxation upon 
real estate having Increased by many 
millions In the past year one of the 
most important matters under con- 
sideration is that of relieving cities 
and towns from financial stress. Gov- 
ernor Ely’s tax program which has 
been much discussed was sidetracked 
last Monday by the House. The Gov- 
vernor’s program to relieve cities and 
towns would distribute thirty million 
dollars without obligation upon the 
pari <>t the cities and towns to re- 
pay. thus resulting* in the almost cer- 
tain possibility of lower local tax 
rates. Under this program the Com- 
monwealth would borrow thirty mil- 
lions of dollars by a bond issue and 
repay these bondH by receipts from a 
sales tax. changes in income tax ex- 
emptions and taxes upon dividends of 
Massachusetts corporations. In place 
of this so-called omnibus tux bill the 
House of Representatives substituted 
a hill authorizing the state to issue 
bonds for twenty millions of dollars 
und loan the money to the cities und 
towns upon the basis of increased 
welfare expenditures in 1932 over 1928. 
The cities und towns would have five 
years to repay the sums borrowed in 
yeurly installments. Under this pro- 
gram no relief was in sight for local 
tax rates as the amount to he repuhl 
would eventually fall upon this source 
of revenue. Representative Pratt of 
SuugUB, who had previously tried 
without success for the Governor’s 
progrurn to substitute a bill calling 
for the ruising of money to relieve lo- 
cal real estate taxes by ruising the 
income tax rate from 1 Mi% to 3%, 
imposing u 10% tax upon dividends of 
Massachusetts us well as foreign cor- 
porations. etc., then offered a purt of 
his iNll as an amendment to the bur 
rowing hill as a method of ruising the 
necessary money. He was successful 
in this effort on a roll-call vote of 185 
to 40 after having lost In his previ- 
ous effort by a roll-call vote of 94 
to 127. Prior to the vote on the 


Pratt amendment an amendment was 
adopted by a voice vote by which the 
revenue received under a 6% tax on 
dividends of Massachusetts corpora- 
tions and other present tax-exempt 
securities would be distributed to the 
cities and towns upon the basis of 
valuation now used in apportioning 
the state tax instead of to only those 
cities and towns which borrowed un- 
der the provisions of the main bill. 

Thus the bill as it was passed to 
he engrossed and which will, be de- 
bated in the Senate shortly is brief- 
ly described as follows: the State will 
Issue bonds to the amount of $20,- 
000,000 (which with an amount esti- 
mated at from eight to twelve mil- 
lion Uollurs to come to Massachusetts 
under the Wagner-Lewis act now be- 
ing passed by Congress will bring the 
total of thirty millions needed); ci- 
ties and towns desiring can apply to 
the State emergency finance hoard 
for a loan to he used to meet wel- 
fare expenses, maturing debts, or in 
anticipation of revenue and enabling 
a reduction in local tax rates; these 
loans to be repaid in five yearly in- 
stallments and the finance hoard to 
have certain control over local ex- 
penditures while any loan remains un- 
paid to the full amount; new reve- 
nue received under the tax upon in- 
tangibles. etc., to be distributed on 
the basis of valuation whether the 
city or towrn had borrowed from the 
state or privately or not; but any 
city or town which borrowed under 
the provisions of the hill would have 
its allotment held by the State Treas- 
urer as a payment on the outstanding 
loan: the tax would hold for three 
years to cover the loans made iu one 
year. Unless the hill is amended fur- 
ther by the Senate and falls to pass 
the House on the enactment stage by 
a two-thirds vote It will go to the 
Governor for his signature within a 
few days. If the Governor signs the 
hill and it is not certain that he is 
entirely in favor of it In its present 
form, the Legislature may prorogue 
the latter part of next week, if the 
bill does not meet the Governor’s ap- 
proval it will remain in session some 
time longer.

new $4,000,000 home now being erec- 
ted for The Christian Science Pub- 
lishing Society need be made after 
July 1. was announced at the An- 
nual Meeting of The Mother Church, 
The First Church of Christ Scientist 
this week. 

Announcement was made of the 
election of the following officers: 
President. Miss Mary G. Ewing of 
Brookline. Mass.; Clerk. Ezra W. Pal- 
mer of Brookline, Mass.; Treasurer, 
Edward L. Ripley of Brookline. Mass. 

The new building is Intended to pro- 
vide adequate facilities for the pub- 
lishing of our religious periodicals, 
daily newspaper, and the writings of 
Mary Baker Eddy. But it does some- 
thing more, much more in fact, than 
simply meet a physical need, great 
and pressing as that need may be. It 
stands and will continue to stand 
through the years to come, as a si- 
lent hut none the less impressive 
witness to that unity, stability, and 
demonstrated resourcefulness which 
should at all times characterize the 
organized efforts of Christian Scien- 
tists, and which in this instance have 
made possible the completion of the 
new Publishing House without delay 
and without debt. 

Miss Rosamond Wright, manager of 
the Department of Branches and Prac- 
titioners, cited the establishment of 
a new branch of The Mother Church 
in Kenya. Africa, situated 2000 miles 
from the nearest branch church; al- 
so. our first branch in Egypt, at 
Cairo; and two new branches in Bra- 
zil. South America, as well as five 
additional branches iif Australasia. 
These represent the distant points 
to which the arms of The Mother 
Church have extended since our last 
meeting. 

In addition, 21 new branches have 
been formed in Europe, and 42 in 
North America. Twenty-six Chris- 
tian Science Societies have qualified 
for the title of Church. Five new 
college or university organizations 
have been formed. The Mother 
Church now has 2639 branch churches 
and societies, and 47 college and uni- 
versity organizations. 

“The growth of The Mother Church 
goes on unfettered,” Ezra W. Palmer, 
clerk, told members at the Annual 
Meeting. "During the past year de- 
voted men and w’oinen from all walks 
of life have been received Into mem- 
bership. 

“The Relief Fund of The Mother 
Church, which is available for tem- 
porary assistance following major 
disasters, has been drawn upon dur- 
ing the year for assistance to flood 
.-.offerers in England, and in West 
Virginia; for aid to hurricane vic- 
tims in Puerto Rico; and for help In 
a section of California following the 
recent earthquake. 

"Some relief work has been done 
in other sections of the United States, 
and in Germany, Holland, Estonia. 
Austria, Poland. Finland, and Can- 
ada. The charitable work carried on 
by the local congregation of The 
Mother Church through its local Char- 
ity Fund was augmented this last win- 
tre by a Special Unemployment Re- 
lief Fund which was established in co- 
operation with the city Campaign for 
the Relief of Unemploynumt. A Com- 
forts Supply Committee has aided by 
distributing clothing and other neces- 
sities in this field.”

Oddments 

Some Newton folks (Good luck to

ly intending go somewhere at some 
time. Personally. I’m not identified 
with any of these groups. This col- 
umn, however, is “resting” hoping to 
resume its labor with zest and spar- 
kle and everything. By that time we 
may have learned among other things 
who is and who isn’t going to be a 
candidate for Mayor, what has hap- 
pened to the gold standard, how many 
new taxes must be paid, the proposi- 
tion to repeal prohibition, the depres- 
sion, world peace proposals, the fash- 
ions in bathing costhmes, the results, 
if any, of the Morgan investigation, 
whether the garden was up to snuff 
or not and the success or otherwise 
of the Chicago World’s Fair. We’ve 
got a lot of things to look forward to 
if you only stop to think. 

Some people are more sensitive than 
others when made the subject of play- 
ful jest. At a dinner given by a busi- 
ness organization one of the invited 
speakers jocosely remarked, “You fel- 
lows make a good living and yet you 
don’t kill yourselves — that’s the secret 
of life.” A trifle nettled, the presi- 
dent of the concern interrupted with, 
"Come down to our place and see us 
work some day.” Whereupon the 
speaker, a quick-thinker, replied, 
“Thanks, what day do you work?” 


So What? 

Floyd Gibbons started it, of course, 
whacking along at a mile-a-minute clip 
on the radio with his more or less 
timely remarks about the news of the 
day, sandwiched in between the read- 
ing of the box score on the Literary 
Digest poll on some Presidential straw 
vote or other. 

And that’s how news commentators 
were born! 

Now everybody’s doing it, dishing 
up the day's doings via the airwaves, 
taking a slant a trifle different from 
that of the newspapers, hut trying, at 
the same time, to keep their topics 
current enough to be fit subjects for 
radio talks known as “news com- 
ments.” 

Poor indeed is the radio station 
which hasn’t at least one windy ora- 
cle to slip Mr. and Mrs. John J. Radio 
Listener the real “lowdown” on the 
story behind the headlines in the dally 
journals. 

Granting that some of the news 
printed In the papers may very well 
require more or less Interpretation in 
the eyes of some newspuper readers 
or that It can be pleasant enough to 
deceive oneself Into believing thut a 
more intimate contact is being made 
with tho happenings of the hour be- 
cause a pleasant voice relates Inci- 
dents with an air of authority or as 
though he were still out of breuth from 
hurrying to the microphone from the 
Hide of the President, there is still a 
modicum of doubt in the minds of 
many thoughtful persons regarding 
the exact value of rudio Hews com- 
ments. 

The purpose of my observation is 
not to "debunk” such broadcasts, mind 
you, but merely the voice of one quer- 
ulously seeking the reason for it all. 
The radio news commentator certain- 
ly hasn't superseded the newspuper. 
In fact his errant remurks cannot ho 
followed unless the listener has a fair 
conception of what the day’s papers 
have had to say on the subjects he 
discusses. 

Of course muny newspaper stories 
are provocative of thought, und there, 
no doubt, is where the news commen- 
tator comes in. He eliminates the 
necessity for thinking which the read- 
er might feel was incumbent upon him 
if he had no radio, for instance. 

Time was when people had un ub- 
surd notion that It was rather it u ac- 
complishment to do one’s own think- 
ing, but of course that may be Just 
an old fashioned idea, entirely out of 
hurmony with present duy progress. 

At all events, thought is quite un- 


necessary nowadays, as far as a clear 
understanding of the news Is con- 
cerned. All anyone has to do Is 
skim through his evening paper and 
then plank himself beside the family 
radio, from which will issue, in a sur- 
prisingly short time, as many as six 
interpretations, all more or less differ- 
ent, of the accounts contained in the 
papers. 

Or, if he prefers to do so, one may 
take his car out of the garage, after 
reading the paper, and as he drives 
through the beautiful countryside at 
twilight, hear as many news com- 
ments as he cares to listen to by 
means of the auto radio . . . heav- 
en forbid! 

Queer Neighbors 

“If I am correct in thinking you are 
interested in mysteries then here’s 
something that may appeal to you,” 
writes a column reader. “We have 
a little place in the country to which 
we retreat as many week-ends the 
year round as the w'eather and our 
pocketbook together permit. Of course 
we make it our headquarters in the 
summer because it is one of those 
sort-of-farms that afford a delightful 
and inexpensive vacation. Never have 
w’e paid much attention to our neigh- 
bors nor they to us. In fact the near- 
est is about a quarter-mile distant, ex- 
cept for a small house almost direct- 
ly across the road. And it is of this 
latter place I would write. 

"There was a long time that no one 
crossed its threshold and we all 
thought it a pity because it is attrac- 
tive and with a little fixing-up might 
appeal to many a Newton resident, 
like ourselves, who find enjoyment in 
a rural habitation not too many miles 
from the Garden City. We even got 
to thinking that we might some day 
buy this other place and let our old- 
est son occupy it when he is married. 
But that's all part of a dream. Now 
for realities. 

“One morning we awoke to find the 
little house had been opened and that 
there were persons living in It. We 
didn’t see the people but we noticed 
that there were signs of life. Whenev- 
er I could spare the time — and I am 
not especially curious — I tried to no- 
tice who our new neighbors were. Fi- 
nally. it must have been several days, 
we all of us were In our front yard 
in the early evening when we ob- 
served a big car coming out of the 
barn. It was driven by a young man 
who had three companions. They 
didn't even look our way. For a while 
after that there was every evidence 
the place had been locked up. We 
were surprised to find a few r days 
later that our neighbors had returned. 
Then we began to watch more close- 
ly und finally discovered that our 
neighbors did their coming and going 
at night. 

“On one or two occasions we saw, 
by daylight, a nice looking young man 
who smiled when we passed the time 
of day but did not encourage further 
acquaintance. It must have been some 
weeks that this went on. Suddenly one 
afternoon a cavalcade of State troop- 
ers and men we later learned to be 
detectives descended on the place only 
to find its ocupants had flown. They 
asked us a lot of questions and I have 
an idea we were under suspicion our- 
selves for a time. Finally, the offi- 
cers became confidential and informed 
us that the little house was the hide- 
out, as they called it, of as tough a 
group of gangsters as ever existed. 
We were thrilled and feared for a 
while that the members of the gang 
might return. That perhaps was 
silly, inusmuch as they hud been dis- 
covered, but no more ho than our re* 
plies to the questions of the police. All 
we could say was that the band of 
bad men made exceedingly quiet und 
well-behaved neighbors.”

ANNUAL MEETING. (Continued 
from last week). The final day of 
the three days at Swampscott main- 
tained the delightful stntulnrd of blue 
skies and sea and balmy breezes of 
Tuesday and Wednesday, and club- 
women had reason to feel real pleas- 
ure in their Annuul Convention, with 
background and environment so aus- 
picious. Thursday morning, May 18th, 
the closing session of the seven that 
made up the Convention, gave many re- 
ports worthy of thoughtful considera- 
tion. Meeting the problem of the sec- 
ond generation, hns been the concern 
of Mrs. William I. MucAuluy, of Re- 
vere, chairman of Interraciui Unity, 
who urged thut language classes in 
the native tongue of the parent, for 
the young people, be carried on as a 
parallel to the adult English classes. 

A plea for the women In State In- 
stitutions was mude by Mrs. Ethel 
Rogers Limbach of Brookline, chair- 
man of Social Welfare, who deplored 
that ou release women do not receive 


even the 110 allotted to men. She 
commended the display of handicraft 
from the Reformatory for Women at 
Framingham, a new departure enab- 
ling them to earn a little money of 
their own. The suggestion of Mrs. 
Limbach that the clubs appropriate 
a certain amount, as they do for schol- 
arships, to he used for women in in- 
stitutions of the state, met with wide 
approvnl. There is specinl interest in 
these at the Reformatory for Women, 
Framingham, where the clubwomen 
have assisted materially this year. An 
astounding amount of work done by 
club members throughout the state, is 
reported by Mrs. Limbach on behalf 
of the less fortunate in their several 
communities. 

With an increase from eight to 18 
better film councils and the promise 
of more in several other communi- 
ties, in the fall, Mrs. Oscar A. Blais- 
dell, of Wollaston, chairman of Mo- 
tion Pictures, finds the better things 
of life decidedly on the upgrade. She 
reports local chairmen in 309 clubs 
of the state working in the interest 
of better pictures, encouraging chil- 
dren’s matinees and week-end fam- 
ily programs. 

She cited Springfield. Worcester, 
All8ton, Cliftondale and Malden as 
outstanding among the communities 
working for better pictures. 

In closing, Mrs. Blaisdell offered a 
quotation: “Censure if you must the 
industry with its weakness and its 
errors, but remember the world would 
be a dreary place is there were no 
movies." 

That there is a need for real as- 
sistance to be given to persons phy- 
sically handicapped, is the finding 
of Mrs. Elmore MacPhie, of West 
Newton, and her committee working 
for this cause. She urges that clubs 
sponsor the handicapped persons, 
making a friendly contact, and en- 
deavoring to understand their prob- 
lems. In just one year this new com- 
mittee has gone far in disproving any 
belief that women’s clubs are inter- 
ested solely in their own cultural pro- 
grams. 

Clubwomen were delighted with 
Mrs. MacPhie’s announcement that 
the members of the convention had 
contributed $240 in the collection 
taken for Miss Mary Rollins, a blind 
musician, who entertained at the meet- 
ing on Wednesday. She urged that 
each club hold at least one sale a 
year when physically handicapped per- 
sons can display the articles they 
make. 

Mrs. John H. Kimball, second vice- 
president. who presided during this 
session, told of the new Headquarters 
of the Federation at 115 Newbury st., 
Boston, which will be open daily ex- 
cept Saturday and Sunday from 9:30 
a. m. to 5 p. m., until August first. 
Headquarters will remain closed from 
that date until September 15th. 

Mrs. Bennett, in her final address, 
told of her three objectives of the 
year, the completion of paying for the 
State Forest at Petershnm. the inau- 
guration of the highway beautification 
contest, and the continuance of Fed- 
eration Topics, the club magazine. 

As noon drew near the audience be- 
came expectant. With the outgoing 
of officers and directors who have 
won their way to many hearts, and 
with the presentation of incoming, 
newly-elected officers and directors, 
the moment had arrived when a very 
lovely ceremony of tender, grateful 
tribute of friendship and appreciation 
of service, made pulses throb and tear? 
spring unbidden. Many members of 
the Meetings committee, gowned in 
simple white, formed in processional 
and advanced down the aisle to the

he told of a thousand remedies for 
conditions that have come across his 
denk f but that In his opinion one sim- 
ple way will solve all problems and 
he repeated the admonition of Jesus.

Newton Lawyer 
Brutally Beaten 
At Watertown 


John Finelli Lured To Vacant 
House and Assaulted 


John Finelli of Aslimont ave., New- 
tonville, a lawyer with an office at 
132 Adam st., Nonantum, was lured to 
a vacant house at 136 Watertown st., 
Watertown on Monday evenhig and 
brutally assaulted. The house where 
the assault occurred is about one- 
quarter mile from tlie Newton line 
and was formerly the residence of 
W. H. Keith. It was recently owned 
by Pasquule Cetrone of Winchester 
rd., Newton. Finelli had been en- 
gaged in bankruptcy proceedings 
which involved tlie sale by foreclosure 
of the house at Watertown. The fore- 
closure sale was scheduled for last 
Monday but it was not held. Monday 
evening Finelli went alone to . the 
house, in response, it is believed, to a 
telephone call from some one who 
asked him to go there. At 7:45 
Monday evening Mrs. Peter Caracos- 
tas of 8 Belknap st., at the rear of 
tlie house at 135 Watertown st., saw 
Finelli dragging himself towards her 
home covered with blood. Tlie Water- 
town police were notified and a hur- 
ried trip was made to file Newton 
Hospital with the injured man. His 
right shoulder was fractured, his body 
badly bruised, his head and face but- 
tered and cut. It was first feared 
that his skull had been fractured. 

Neighbors told tlie polite that they 
had seen Finelli enter the house Mon- 
day evening in company with another 
man and that later two men ran from 
the house and through the yard of 
tin* Parker School, which is across 
Watertown st. About 9 o’clock Mon- 
day night a telephone message was 
received at Watertown police head- 
quarters from a man who gave the 
information that a victim of an as- 
sault would be found in the cellar of 
the house at 145 Watertown st. This 
telephone call was traced to a pay 
station at a fruit store on Main st.. 
Watertown, almost across tlie street 
from police headquarters. Watertown 
police rushed to tlie fruit store and 
were informed that the telephone call 
had been sent by a man riding a 
bicycle: this man had ridden off to- 
wards Waltham. Lieutenant Riley of 
tlie Watertown police interviewed 
Finelli at the Newton Hospital on 
Tuesday morning and obtained what- 
ever information the victim could give 
of the attack.

From present indications there will 
be a real contest for the office of 
Mayor at the municipal election in 
this city next December. Former May- 
or Edwin O. Childs, as a result of im- 
portunities by many of his friendH, 
is giving serious consideration to the 
announcement of his candidacy, and 
will probably run again for the of- 
fice he occupied for so many years. 

Mayor Sinclair Weeks has, as yet, 
made no announcement as to whether, 
or not. he will run for a third term. 
When Mr. Weeks assumed tlie office 
of Mayor it was generally supposed 
t lint he would serve in this capacity 
for four years. It is known that he 
lias been strongly urged by his sup- 
porters to again he a candidate for 
the office, but he has made no defi- 
nite decision. 

Other prominent citizens of New- 
ton whose names are being mentioned 
as probable candidates are two men 
who, in the past, were frequently 
spoken of as likely to become the 
head of Newton’s city government. 
These are: Thomas W. White of New- 
ton Upper Falls and Hon. Arthur W. 
Hollis of Newton. Mr. White, now 
about to end his occupancy of the of- 
fice of Collector of Internal Revenue, 
has been in public life for over 27 
years. He has served as Alderman of 
Newton, Representative in the State 
Legislature, Chairman of Administra- 
tion and Finance Commission of Mass- 
achusetts. Mr. Hollis has also served 
as Alderman and Representative in 
the Legislature, and he is now serv- 
ing his third term as State Senator 
from tills district. Senator Hollis 
has stated that he is not responsible 
for tlie rumor of his intended candi- 
dacy. and has not authorized it. 

There are a number of lesser poli- 
tical lights in the city who would 
be pleased to serve as Mayor of New- 
ton. and who would announce their 
candidacies if both Mr. Weeks and 
Mr. Childs decide not to run. In 
such a case there would be a battle 
royal for the office. But. from pres- 
ent indications, the aspiring gentle- 
men are apt to be disappointed. As 
things look now. either Mr. Childs, 
or Mr. Weeks, or both, may again 
lie candidates for Mayor.

Weather Perfect for First Night s Performance — Subjects Taken From 
Famous Light Operas With Accompanying Music 


Tlie second annual Water Pageant 
of the Civic Arts Association of New- 
ton was held last week at Crystal 
Lake, Newton Highlands, with large 
audiences, appreciative of music and 
the finer arts, in attendance. Al- 
though the heavy shower early Fri- 
day evening made it necessary to 
postpone the second performance un- 
til Saturday evening, weather condi- 
tions on Thursday and Saturday were 
ideal.

Newton Goes Wet Nearly 
Four To One and Gives 
Majority For Beer Licenses 

Every Precinct in City Elected Repeal Candidates — One Pre- 
cinct Against Beer 


The City of Newton, in common 
with the country in general, has gone 
“wet”; decidedly wet. This erstwhile 
stronghold of the “dry” cause at the 
special election on Tuesday gave 
overwhelming majorities to the three 
candidates pledged to the repeal of 
the 18th Amendment, and for the sale 
of beer in this city. The fact that the 
prohibition advocates had been con- 
ducting an active campaign in this 
city, and that the vote up to noon- 
time Tuesday was exceedingly light 
here, caused many to predict that 
the vote in Newton would show a ma- 
jority against permitting the con- 
tinued sale of beer here. The result 
was quite to the contrary. During the 
afternoon and evening a considerable 
number of voters went to the polling 
places, and w-hen the polls closed at 
8 o'clock, 12,240 ballots had been 
cast, showing that more than 40% 
of the registered vote had been cast. 
Every precinct in the city gave big 
majorities to the “repeal” candidates. 
One precinct voted against the sale 
of beer in this city. It was Precinct 
2 of Ward 4 at Newton Lower Falls.

Men Getting Aid To 
Work Fewer Days 

Starting this week a large number 
of unemployed men who have been ob- 
taining aid from the city, and who 
have in recent weeks been compelled 
to work 5 days each week if they 
were receiving $12 weekly, have been 
returned to the three days per week 
schedule formerly in effect. The rea- 
son given for the return to the for- 
mer schedule, following a conference 
between Mayor Weeks. Miss FitzGer- 
ald. Director of Welfare, Harold 
Young of the Mayor's Relief Commit- 
tee and Edmund Dungan. Soldiers’ Re- 
lief Director, was — that by limiting 
the men to three days work each 
week, they will have more time to 
seek employment from private 
sources. The men will continue to 
receive the same amounts of money 
weekly. 

While in some cities, notably tex- 
tile centres, the improved business 
conditions in mills have provided em- 
ployment for many, there has been no 
appreciable change in the employ- 
ment situation in Newton, and apart 
from the young men who obtained 
employment in the reforestation proj- 
ect, the number of unemployed get- 
ting aid from the city remains about 
tlie same. At the municipal farm in 
Oak Hill on the Hartmann and Janse 
estates. 54 men are employed under 
the supervision of Supt. of Play- 
grounds Hermann. They are now 
working in two shifts; one shift em- 
ployed Mondays. Tuesdays and Wed- 
nesdays: the other shift on the last 
three days of the week. Thirty-nine 
men employed at the City Home at 
Newton Highlands have been divided 
into two shifts, each working three 
days a week. Forty-two men working 
at Edmunds Park will work the first 
three days of the week. Ninety-six 
men are working for the Street De- 
partment: 21 of these are employed 
on the resurfacing of Otis st.: 10 on 
tin* drain at South Meadow Brook: 
05 with the Forestry Division, spray- 
ing trees, and cutting grass ou city 
owned properties. Six men have been 
working under City Veterinarian Bou- 
telle, immunizing dogs against rabies ; 
s men have been working on play- 
grounds: 42 men are employed on the 
water reservation at Needham. Men 
receiving aid from the city ou a dole 
basis, and not working in return for 
the aid received, number 154.

I lunchroom proprietors in the city re- 
ceived questionnaires from the Li- 
cense Commission of Newton asking 
them how their business had been 
affected by the sale of beer in their 
stores and restaurants. As a result 
of these questionnaires the Commis- 
! sion gave out the information that 
food sales in Newton lunchrooms 
1 selling beer have increased about 
15% during the seven weeks that the 
sale of beverage has been in effect. 
Some of the grocery stores and mar- 
kets reported a considerable sale 
of beer in bottles. Others state that 
they have sold little, and some of the 
! merchants will probably not renew 
their licenses. 

The Newton License Commission 
announced Tuesday night that the 
annual license fee in Newton will be 
' as follows — for common victuallers 
and clubs. $200; for retail stores. 
$150. These licenses will run from 
June 30. 1933. to June 30. 1934. The 
1 commission reported that since the 
sale of 3.2% beer has started in New- 
ton, no unfavorable criticisms have 
i been received.

Brook At Jackson 
Road Will Soon 

Be Covered 

Culvert Will Be 1132 Feet 
Long and 12 Feet Wide 

That part of Laundry Brook which 
runs alongside Jackson road. Newton, 
south of Pearl st.. will soon be cov- 
ered. Bids for the construction of a 
concrete culvert will be opened at City 
Hall today at 11 o'clock. This cul- 
vert will be 1132 feet long. 12 feet 
wide and feet high. This stretch 
of the brook is one of the few parts 
uncovered between Bullough's Pend 
and the Charles River at Watertown. 
Laundry Brook was. in colonial days 
known as Smelt Brook because of the 
yearly migration up it for spawning 
1 of many thousands of the small fish 
j from the tidal waters of the Charles. 
It is one of the principal water courses 
! within the city, and for many years 
| has carried more surface drainage 
jthan any other brook in the Newtons. 
Into it empties Cold Spring. Hammond. 
Edmauds and other smaller brooks. 

Before the construction of Jackson 
road about 35 years ago. the land on 
, which Jackson rd. was constructed 
was part of the Potter estate. This 
road, bounded by huge willow trees on 
the Potter estate, which was later pur- 
chased and beautified by Joseph Flan- 
agan. and the choice collection of trees 
on the Maskell estate, was an attrae- 
! tive public way with the brook cours- 
i ing parallel with it in a gently sloping 
' little valley. In recent years the land 
to the west of the brook has been di- 
vided into house lots and has become 
thickly settled. Part of the brook 
from Washington st. northerly for sev- 
eral hundred feet, was covered many 
years ago. The remaining open 
stretch of brook became less attrac- 
tive: its banks for some years had a 
high growth of grass, although for the 
past few years the grass along it has 
been kept well cut under the super- 
vision of Supt. George Rogers of the 
Forestry Division. 

With the construction of many 
! houses near the brook, it became a 
; menace to children of the ueighbor- 
i hood when flooded and in recent years

The Vice-President of the 
Board, Mr. William Leater Bated, 
spoke briefly from the point of view 
of a musician on Music in Education 
and of the good fortune of our city 
in having such a school to help it* 
children to love great music. 

Mr. William Lester Bates, Vice pres- 
ident of the board of trustees of the 
Music School delivered the main ad- 
dress.

For many years 
we have been teaching material 
things in our schools believing them 
to be the only means of Education, 
and that the ultimate end of all Edu- 
cation is u ’job.' Unless these things 
which we study satisfy us and make 
life richer and better. It were well not 
to have studied them at all.” 

In closing, Mr. Bates said that the 
All Newton Music School hud been 
a moving force in music for the city 
of Newton during a period of twenty- 
twc* years. Turning to the group of 
more than fifty boys and girls mak- 
ing up the orchestra and filling the 
large stage, he said. "My greutest ad- 
miration is for you boys and girls — It 
is marvelous what you have done.”

General Federation 

BIENNIAL COUNCIL MEETING. 
Continuing the account of events and 
reports from last week’s Column of 
the meeting in Richmond, other 
speakers of note who appeared be- 
fore the convention made the follow- 
ing points: 

At a luncheon conference Mr. 
David Lawrence, of the United 
States News, Washington. D. C., in 
a very fine address, pictured the 
present months as the most vital pe- 
riod in the history of democracy. 
What is needed, he said, is a great 
trinity, the church teaching unself- 
ishness. the schools fundamental 
knowledge, and the homes character. 
The three together constituting the 
greatest influence in an effective de- 
mocracy. 

Following the days of private phil- 
anthropy there has come definite rec- 
ognition that unemployment is a 
national problem and relief of desti- 
tution a concurrent national obliga- 
tion. Mr. Frank Bane, director of 

the American Public Welfare Asso- 
ciation. said in a speech describing 
national relief measures. 

At a joint luncheon given under 
the auspices of the American Home 
and Fine Arts departments. Miss 

Katherine Fisher, of Good House- 
keeping Magazine, urged safety and 
serenity in the home, pointing out 
that fear and preoccupation are 

causes of accidents and that worship 
of the minutes leads to hurry and 
lack of reasonable precautions. 

Of great interest to Massachusetts 
was t lie stirring speech of Dr. Pay- 
son Smith. Commissioner of Educa- 
tion for the State of Massachusetts, 
who stated that for the third time 

in 100 years, education stood at the 
cross-roads and the question must be 
answered whether it would take the 
road “up or down.” In 1837 and in 
1786. these tests have come and been 
answered for the advantage of edu- 
cation and he said he believed the 
next would be. 

He spoke with disdain of the “city 
which is featuring a century of prog- 
ress exposition and has not paid its 
school teachers for almost a year.’’ 

Chicago, lie said, will not open its 
schools until next November. 

Looking at figures, spent upon 
mutters that are far removed trom 
one so admittedly valuable as educa- 
tion. it is amazing to realize that the 
nation’s sport bill amounts to $650.- 
000,000 a year, with 6.000,000 hunt- 
ing licenses and 7.000.000 fishing li- 
censes. Mr. Harry B. Hawes, former 
United States Senator from Missouri, 
so stated in urging conservation. 

Massachusetts hud cause to he 
proud of another speaker from this 
stute whose talk before the Public 
Welfare department Luncheon Con- 
ference on Thursday, May 25th, was 
favorably commented upon. Dr. 
George H. Bigelow, Massachusetts 
Commissioner of Public Health,

An out tanding^ report o! d< pai t 
meat accomplishments was that of 
Mrs. Joseph Lindon Smith, adviser, 
who stated t hut better home care for 
Indians ami the building ot a com- 
prehensive library on Indian life had 
been mujor activities of the division 
of Indian Welfare The Federation is 
cooperating with the Indian service of 
the Government, in Indian home-yard 
care, home care, home-made furni- 
ture for homes, and better bedding. 
Fifteen reservations in seven states 
were reported us working on these 
projects. 

Among interesting personal items, 
Mrs Curtis Brown, of London. Eng 
president of the American Women’s 


Club of London, and also of the Fed- 
eration of American Women’s Clubs 
in Europe, was made an honorary 
member of the United States organ- 
ization. Mrs. Brown will he one of 
the foreign hostesses when a party of 
Federation members sails on July 24th 
from New York city for a tour of 
Europe. 

In prize contest awards Massachu- 
setts fared well. Mrs. Walter W. ■ 
Seymour, of Chicago. 111., presented n 
prize of $10 to the Women’s Club off 
Goldsboro. N. C.. and one of $. r > to 
the Junior Women’s Club of La Salle, 
111., for the best programs of the 
year on the American home. 

For participating in the penny- 
raising campaign to buy art. pictures 
were presented to New Jersey, Mas- j 
snehusetts. Illinois. Missouri, Kansas, ! 
Michigan, and Maryland. 

Mrs. Ivle H. Jones, of Las Vegas, J 
N. M.. received a home-made quilt J 
for tlie best program submitted on 
community service, with honorable 
mention to Mrs. Leon P. Dutch, of 
Winthrop, Mass., and Mrs. O. B. i 
Hughes, of Pittsburgh, Penna. 

Mrs. Anne Gnnster, ot’ Marshfield. 
Wis., received a prize of $50, and 
Mrs. D. K. Marlowe, of West Lafay- 
ette. Ohio, a prize of $25 in a contest 
for an essay on international rela- 
tions. Mrs. Scott Campbell, of Bould- 
er, Colo., received the award for or- 
ganizing the largest number of class- 
es to study international relations, 
hnving 27 groups to her credit. 

Among resolutions adopted, the 
Council went on record as favoring 
power for the President of the Unit- 
ed States to forbid, after consultation 
with like-minded nations, the exporta- 
tion of arms and ammunition to a 
country engaged in war or on the 
verge of it. which was recommended 
by the Resolutions committee, with a | 
qualifying phrase added from the , 
floor, “Which shall constitute a men- 
ace to the peace of the world in 
violation of the Kellogg Pact." 

Another resolution calls attention 
to the present tendency of law-making 
bodies to lower standards of public 
education, public health and child 
welfare, “through mistaken ideals of 
econoThy," and “protests depriving 
both children and adults of adequate 
education and health opportunities.”

Judge Excludes 
Signed Statement 


In the Newton court last Friday 
Thomas F. Hickey of IS Atherton rd.. 
Brookline was found not guilty of 
drunken driving by Judge W. Lloyd 
Allen. Early on the morning of May 
24th a car owned by Hickey hit the 
traffic signal on Commonwealth ave. 
and Lake st.. Chestnut Hill, badly 
damaging it. When the police ar- 
rived on the scene they arrested 
Hickey on the charges of drunken- 
ness and drunken driving. With 
Hickey were two girls, whose names 
and addresses the police took. These 
names and addresses subsequently 
proved false and the girls could not 
be located and summoned into court. 

Inspector King of the Newton po- 
lice prosecuted the case and endea- 
vored to introduce as evidence a state- 
ment signed by Hickey some hours 
after he had been arrested, and af- 
ter he had been arraigned in the 
Newton court. In this statement was 
an alleged admission by Hickey that 
he was driving the car when it hit 
the signal. Hickey admitted that the 
signature on the statement was his, 
but he denied that he had intended to 
sign a statement that he was the 
driver of the car.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 


Not a single Newtonite will parti- 
cipate in the proceedings June 26 at 
the State House when Massachusetts 
officially ratifies the repeal of the 
ISth amendment. However, a neigh- 
bor from Weston. B. Loring Young, 
former speaker of the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives, may be cho- 
sen to preside over the repeal con- 
vention on that date, and there ought 
to lie a measure of solace in that, if 
anyone really feels downcast about 
Newton’s omission in the delegates 
elected. 

The Newton delegation in the 
House of Representatives split. 2 to 
1, against asking Gov. Ely to remove 
Judge Arthur P. Stone from his of- 
fice as justice of the Third District 
Court of Eastern Middlesex. When the 
question of ordering to a third read- 
ing the resolve seeking Judge Stone’s 
removal came up in the House Wed- 
nesday afternoon. Representative Ba- 
ker cast the only Newton vote in 
favor of the Judge's dismissal. Rep- 
resentatives Brimblecom and Luit- 
wieler voted against it. 

Under the provisions of a hill signed 
by the Governor this week the whola 
schedule of tax assessment and pay- 
ment procedure is advanced by two 
to three months and enables cities 
and towns to have the use of a por- 
tion of the tax money earlier in the 
year and thus reduce their borrow 
ings. The measure has the heart) 
approval of State Tax Commissioner 
Henry F. Long. As provided in the 
new law assessment of taxes as well 
as the annual listing of voters will 
take place January 1 instead of April 
1 as in the past. Tax bills will he 
issued in June. The taxpayer may 
have the privilege of making instal- 
ment payments beginning July 1. aud 
be enabled to spread his payments 
over u considerable period, although 
not requiring to complete payments 
earlier than under the present sys- 
tem. 

A unique sort of holiday is likely to 
he included in the calendar of Mas- 
sachusetts if approval is given by 
the voters of Suffolk County of the

By rollcall. 103 to S3, the House 
ordered to a third reading yesterday 
the Senate bill to provide for cer- 
tificates of ownership of automobiles. 
This is the bill which is expected to 
greatly curb thefts of motor vehicles 
and reduce the cost of insurance 
against stealing. Its advocates point 
out that in 26 other States similar 
legislation bus been passed with suc- 
cess. Newton Representatives were 
divided. Representative Brimblecom 
voted for and Representatives Baker 
and Luitwieler against the bill. 

The hill appropriating $115,000 to 
correct inequalities in the reduction 
of salaries of State employes receiv- 
ing the lower grade of compensation 
has passed the House hut has been 
held up in the Senate. The latter 
body is to debate it next Tuesday. 

The resolves for an investigation by 
a special commission, including mem- 
bers of the Legislature, of the hank- 
ing structure of the State was passed 
by the House after a debate. 

The hill to give the State Registrar 
of Motor Vehicles discretionary pow- 
er in establishing the date from 
which license suspensions shall take 
effect has been referred to the next 
annual session by the Senate. 

The Committee on Pensions has re- 
ported a hill providing for the ulti- 
mate abolition of all non-contributory 
pension and retirement systems. 

The Governor has vetoed two bills 
for claims under $500 each for in- 
juries received hv the claimants while 
in State employ. He takes the stand 
that the law provides that a claimant 
may receive satisfaction for damages 
not exceeding $1000 if. after investi- 
gation. the Attorney General finds the 
claim just and it is approved by the 
Governor and Council.

The Governor has 
had a survey made of proposed im- 
provements which are said to total 
about $100,000,000. it is expected that 
next week the Governor will send a

THE .11' MOK HIGH SCHOOL (Cont.) 

After a careful study of over two years of the junior high 
school, tlie High School Masters' Club of Massachusetts reported 
tnut “With the completion of tne sixth grade, tne school situation 
begins to assume a different character, «y general consent ot' the 
most curetui students of education, the pupil has mastered tne 
facts and processes wnicn justify and demand a new departure. It 
Is precisely in this period t lmt the old organization of the schools 
lias failed oftenest to interest and hold the pupil, it is also a time 
ot unrest, uncertainty, and. oftentimes, of a distaste for tnose studies 
and pursuits sanctioned by parents and teachers. The junior high 
school meets this situation in the first place by offering tlie pupil a 
choice ot tne work tnnt he may do." 

In 19 2U the School Committee of Newton approved the recom- 
mendation of a joint committee of the bcliool committee and the 
Board of Aldermen “That tne junior high schbol policy be adopted ' 
tor the city. Air. Everett E. Kent, chairman of tne committee tliat 
year, said in nis annual report thut “tuis system has numerous and 
important educational advantages; aud is approved as tue coming 
universal system by officials, state aud national, public and private, 
to whom we look tor responsible ieudershlp in education." 

in that same year a survey, by a “board of outside experts”, of 
the conditions, and a comparison with conditions and practice in 
outer communities comparable with Newton, was made uy u com- 
mission consisting ot James H. Van Sickle of Springfield, George 
A. Myrick of Harvard Iniversity, and E. e. MacNary of the U. S. 
Shipping Board. 

One of tne questons put to this commission was — "would it be 
wise for Newton, in view of its division into numerous scattered 
villages, to adopt the junior liigii school system?'' Tue answer was 
that “tne geogrupliy of Newton and its distribution, of population 
make the junior nign school plan feasible, and it will give to each 
district the son ot school it needs. The junior high school organiza- 
tion is better tilted to meet the educational needs ol Newton thun 
the present organization of eight elementary grades and four high 
school grades. The commission recommended that two junior high 
buildings be begun in 19 21, one at West Newton and one in Newton- 
ville; aud tnut tnree others be provided within, three years. 

Accordingly, tne erection ot the first Junior High school, the 
Frank A. Day, on Walnut Street, Newtonvllle was begun in 1921, 
and occupied in September, l‘J22. Tnis building contains 17 cluss- 
rooms with a total of 59a sittings and a combination assembly hull 
and gymnasium, and provides school facilities lor pupils of junior 
high school age from Newtonvllle, Nonantum, an.d a part of West 
Newton. Under able leadership and a loyal faculty this school pion- 
eered in the development of the junior high school movement in 
the city. 

At tne same time the Board of Aldermen was requested to pro- 
vide a new building near the corner of Washington and Greenough 
Streets, West Newton, for a junior high school to be ready at the 
earliest date possible. 

January, 1927, saw the Bigelow School reorganized on a modified 
junior high plan. No change wus made in the building itself, but 
one small room was equipped for a kiteneu aud two classrooms were 
used as lunchrooms. This condition remains today, ulihougn the 
sixth grade has been replaced by a ninth and the regular curricu- 
lum is followed. As early as 1922 the Committee was assured that 
alterations would be made in the Bigelow building so that a second 
unit could be organized the next September. Every annual report 
ot the committee since has stressed tne need of accommodations. A 
double gymnasium was built in 19 31, thus greatly facilitating the 
health and physical training of the pupils. Another addition, provid- 
ing a caieteriu, science, art and practical arts rooms is urgently 
needed. 

In. 1924 a joint committee of the School Committee and the 
Board ot Aldermen made definite recommendations tliat a new 
Junior High Sciiool in tne West Newtou-Auburndale District be 
built.” The Aldermen adopted this report, laud was purchased at 
the corner of Washington and Myrtle Streets, plums were drawn, 
and the building was occupied in September, 1927. Twenty class- 
rooms with seats for 735 pupils, adequately equipped shops uiul 
laboratories, a convertible gymnasium, an assembly hall, and a fine 
playground offer school facilities to the children of West Newton, 
Auburndaie, aud Waban rarely equalled in any community. 

For several years the people of tlie South Side of the city hud 
been asking for better school accommodations. Studies by the joint 
committee of the School Committee and the Board of Aldermen had 
been made at various times and finally a recommendation was 
offered that relief be given for the congestion in the Mason. Hyde 
and Emerson districts. Accordingly, luiul was purchased in Newton 
Centre and money was appropriated for the erection of a building. 
This third unit in the junior nigh school system was completed and 
the school was opened in September, 19 31. At the request of the 
School Committee it was named “The John Wingate Weeks Junior 
High School'' in honor of one of Newton's most distinguished cit- 
izens. Containing twenty-five classrooms, shops and special rooms, 
an auditorium, two gymnasiums, this building “provides for the 
necessities and convenience for a progressive and up-to-date junior 
high school." 

2TU6 pupils are now enrolled in tlie four junior high schools in 
the city. \N hen the vitally needed addition referred to above is made 
to the Bigelow plant, the School Department will be equipped with 
ample junior high school facilities for caring for the pupils of ibis 
age in all parts of tlie city excepting Newtonville, which bus definitely 
outgrown tlie F. A. Duy, which seemed twelve years ago to be of 
ample size.

More Dogs Die of 
Rabies; Quarantine 
May Be Extended 

During tlie past two weeks several 
more dogs in Newton have died of 
rabies, bringing the total to 13.

Thirty-two persons 
residing in the Newtons are taking 
the Pasteur treatment. Only ubout 
half the dogs in the city have been 
brought to tlie clinics at Newtonvllle 
for free immunization against rabies, 
and as a result of the luck of co-oper- 
ation on the part of so muny dog own- 
ers. it is probable thut the 30 duys 
quarantine period on dogs will have 
to he extended.

This year Norumbega Council, Boy 
Scouts is offering a new plan of sum 
mer camping with opportunities for 
a maximum of fun and training in 
true Scouting. Instead of the formal 
type of camp, with a chef and mess 
hull the Council will run the “pion- 
eer type” of camp, where Scouts will 
sleep on camp-type beds, made by 
themselves, will do their own cooking 
and will specialize in woodcraft 
Scoutcraft and campcraft. 

There will he three divisions of the 
"Pioneer Camp”; one at the Nohscot 
Reservation; one on the banks of the 
Sudbury River, above Saxonvllle, and 
one on an island in the Sudbury River. 
Scouts with little or no camping ex- 
perience will he assigned to the camp 
on the Reservation; they will he 
promoted to one of the other camps 
after they have reached u stage of 
experience necessary. 

Oil the river and island camps, there 
will be specialized work in life sav- 
in:: and canoeing, * w it h < anoeing ex- 
peditions, exploring the waterways of 
that section of the State, going down 
to the Merrimack. Charles and Con- 
cord rivers and camping along the 
banks each night. 

The camp stuff will be headed by 
the Scout Executive. L. A. Bruce, Jr., 
as Camp Executive, and tin* Assistant 
Scout Executive, \V. R, Spelts, In 
charge of activities and program. The 
balance of the stuff will he composed 
of trained, competent and responsible 
men and young men who are Scouts 
or Scouters. Mr. Leslie St. Lawrence. 
Scoutmaster of Troop 9. Wuhan, will 
he in charge of the cruftwork. 

The cost for this camp will he $4.00 
per week, including the coHt of food: 
each Scout will bring his own equip- 
ment and a tent, if he has one. If 
75 percent of a bona tide Patrol from 
troop of the Council attends the 
camp at the same time, there will be 
u discount of 12Vj percent. 

If a troop uttendH and provides ev- 
erything there will In* a charge of 
50c per Scout per week for general 
supervision; for a troop or Patrol 
attending and buying food through 
the camp commissary, there will he 
a charge of one dollar per work, for 
general supervision and services ren- 
dered. 

Tills camp will he under the gen- 
eral supervision of the Divisiou of 
Camps and Camping of Norumbega 
Council, headed by Mr. A. Leslie Har- 
wood. Jr., as Director, with Mr. A. 
C. Blunt. Jr., Chairman of the Short- 


Term Camping Committee as treas- 
urer of the Pioneer Camps. 

For individual Scouts, the cost in- 
cluding food and everything except 
personal equipment will he four dol- 
lars per week. If 75% of a regular 
Patrol attend the pioneer camp for 
one or more periods together, the cost 
will be $3.50 per Scout per week. 

Camp opens at 3 P.M.. Sunday, July 
2d. and the first period ends Saturday. 
July 8th. at 3:00 P. M. All periods 
are for one week each, starting at 3 
on Sunday and ending at 3 on the 
following Saturday. For Scouts stay- 
ing more than one period, there will 
he a charge of 60 cents per week-end 
for food for the three extra meals.

Action has been finally taken to 
have street lights placed along Boyl- 
ston 'st. from the Charles River 
bridge at Upper Falls to the Brook- 
line line. This old thoroughfare has 
for the past couple of years been 
evolving into the new super-automo- 
bile highway and will again be the 
Worcester turnpike. And, for the past 
couple of years residents on this 
street and side streets off It have 
been groping nightly in the dark over 
trenches and piles of dirt, not to men- 
tion pipes and other obstacles. The 
street has not been lighted. 

Alderman Temperley several times 
pleaded for relief for his constituents 
in Ward 5, but without result. He is 
a persistent fighter, but not pugna- 
cious enough. At the second meeting 
of the Aldermen he made another ap- 
peal, and he was joined by Alderman 
Gallagher of Ward 1. This new Anglo- 
Celtic alliance produced results rapid- 
ly. On last Friday Mayor Weeks an- 
nounced that he had authorized the 
Street Department to order the Edi- 
son Company to install 167 lights 
of 600 candlepower each along the 
new turnpike. The lights will alter- 
nate on either side of the big high- 
way at intervals of about 137 feet. 
The Edison* Company will provide the 
lights and charge the city $58.50 
yearly for each; this will total 
about $10,000 yearly to Newton for 
lighting Boylston st. 

Two Alarm Fire in 
Lumber District 

A two alarm fire caused damage 
estimated at $10,000 in one of New- 
ton’s fire danger spots early Tuesday 
morning. At 1:50 a passing autoist 
discovered a blaze in a frame building 
at 34 Crafts st., Newtonville, occupied 
by the Strangman Manufacturing 
Company, a wood working concern 
making builders’ finish. When the 
firemen arrived in response to an 
alarm from Box 242, the blaze had 
made considerable headway and dense 
smoke impeded the efforts of the fire 
department. At 2:01 a second alarm 
was ordered and this also brought 
Engine 1 of the Waltham Fire De- 
partment. The fire spread to an ad- 
joining building used by the Strang- 
man Company and threatened the 
Curtis Lumber Yard on the opposite 
side of Crafts st., as well as nearby 
houses. The fire was under control in 
less than an hour, but it was nearly 
7 o’colck before the firemen had com- 
pletely extinguished all the flames. 
The fire is supposed to be of incen- 
diary origin and the State Fire Mar- 
shal has been asked to conduct an in- 
vestigation. 

Bonfire Costs 
Centre Man $753 


The second of the series of monthly 
bulletins issued by the Newton Com- 
munity Chest, which was recently dis- 
tributed, reviews briefly the work 
of the Boy Scouts, the Girl Scouts, 
The Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion, and the Stearns School Centre, 
during the current year. 

The Chest calls particular attention 
to the fact that while each of these 
organizations has been .obliged to car- 
ry on its activities on a reduced bud- 
get, the amount of service rendered 
has been increased in relation to the 
amount of money spent. In view of the 
fact that the unemployment emergen- 
cy has necessitated the allocation of 
more than 75 per cent of the Chest’s 
funds to its members relief agencies, 
leaving only 25 per cent to carry on 
the work of the organizations men- 
tioned above and the other organi- 
zations usually classified as character- 
building agencies, it is felt that the 
results obtained during this year re- 
flect an exceptionally able administra- 
tion of the money available. 

Girl Scouts 

Typical is the report of the Newton 
Council of Girl Scouts, whose enroll- 
ment this year numbers 825 girls in 
27 troops, covering nine villages in 
the city. This is in addition to 175 
girls aged 7 to 10 who are members 
of the eight Brownie Packs for young- 
er girls. During the year, the Coun- 
cil has added one now Girl Scout 
Troop and three new Brownie Packs. 
Some 800 merit badges have been 
earned by Girl Scouts this year, and 
nine Golden Eaglets, the highest award 
in Girl Scouting, have been given. 
This is the largest number the New- 
ton Council has ever presented in one 
year'. The percentage of First-Class 
Girl Scouts has also increased. 

Girl Scouts have made 500 garments 
for welfare agencies, collected and 
decorated 100 bags and instrument 
cases for the District Nurses, mado 
up more than 100 Christmas bags for 
the Red Cross, collected 500 pieces of 
clothing for the Mayor’s Relief Com- 
mittee, filled and delivered Thanks- 
giving and Christmas baskets and per- 
formed numerous other services for 
the benefit of the Community. 

Y. M. C. A. 

The report of the Newton Young 
Men s Christian Association concern- 
ing Its work during the current year 
is in line with that of the other 
member agencies of the Community 
Chest, in that it shows no let-up in 
activities despite the depression and 
a reduced budget, according to the 
Chests June bulletin, just released. 

Some 1500 men and boys are mem- 
bers of the Association at the pres- 
ent time, and an additional 500 have 
been making use of the facilities of 
the physical department of the As- 
sociation during the year. This is in 
accordance with tho Association’s 
policy of working in cooperation with 
the other organizations of boys 
throughout the city. 


In the Newton court on Saturday 
morning Judge Weston awarded Mrs 
Maud Jennings of 71 Hancock ave., 
Newton Centre, $753.50 for damages to 
shrubbery, trees and plants at her 
yard caused by a fire which spread 
from the yard of Thaxter Williams 
68 Park lane, Newton Centre. Mrs. 
Jennings testified that on April 4 
1932 the fire which destroyed her prop 
erty started in an incinerator in Wil 
Hams yard, burned through the grass 
over the Cochituate aqueduct reser 
vation, which separates the two prop- 
erties, and reached her yard. George 
Lovegren, government weather ob- 
server, testified that there was 
strong wind on that day. Williams 
testified that he was burning grass and 
leaves in the incinerator, and left the 
yard for a few minutes. He testified 
that when he .returned the fire had 
spread only a few feet from the in- 
cinerator.

Boy Scouts

umbega Council, Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica. During the first four months of 
1933 there was a 150 percent increase 
in Hi.- number of Scout-nights spent 
at Nobscot Reservation, in compari- 
son with the number registered dur- 
ing the same period a year ago. In 
uddition, two Scout troops have been 
reorganized during the past year, and 
one new troop has been formed. Dur- 
ing the lust 6 yeurs, tho Norumbega 
Council has not lost a single troop, a 
record which, it is believed, has been 
equalled by only a few other Coun- 
cils throughout the country. 

All told. 843 boys are now regis- 
tered in Scouting, Seuscouting, and 
Cubbing. Cubbing, for younger boys, 
bus already made great progress and 
is still moving forward rapidly. 

All but one of the fifteen member 
agencies of the Newton Community 
Chest have already formally notified 
the Chest of their decision to con- 
tinue their membership next yeur. It 
is expected that this one agency yet 
to be lieard from will again join,

According to the schedule 
printed in the newspapers, It was ex 
pected that the President would reach 
Newtonville about 2.45. but It was 30 
minutes later when he arrived.

Watertown Police 
Arrest Two In 
Finelli Assault 

Clever and persistent work on the 
part of Lieut. Reilly and other mem- 
bers of the Watertown police resulted 
in the capture on Monday of the 
alleged assailant of John Finelli, 
Nonantum lawyer. Raymond Cornell, 
26. of 11 Beacon ave.. Providence, was 
arrested in that city. He was ar- 
raigned in the Waltham court Tues- 
day morning and held in $20,000 bail 
for a hearing on June 27. 

On the evening of June 12 Finelli 
was lured to the house at 145 Water- 
town st.. Watertown, near the Nonan- 
tum lino, Finelli had been engaged 
In litigation involving this house. 
After he arrived there he was brutally 
attacked by two men, and nearly 
murdered. He is still in the Newton 
Hospital recovering from serious in- 
juries. According to the charge of the 
Watertown police, Cornell was the 
"strong arm” thug engaged to attack 
•"’inelli. They believe they have enough 
evidence against Cornell to convict 
him. 

Pasquale Cetrone, 44, of 50 Win- 
chester rd., Newton, a contractor 
and builder, was arrested at his home 
last night by Watertown police. He 
is charged with being an accessory 
before the fact in connection with the 
assault on Finelli. Cetrone had 
owned a house at 145 Watertown 
st.. Watertown, and he became in- 
volved in bankruptcy proceedings 
which caused a foreclosure sale of the 
house. Finelli represented some of 
Cetrone’s creditors and had charge 
of the sale of the house.

A number of protests were made 
at the meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night against the 
petition of the Woodland Sand & 
Gravel Company (by Cataldo Marchl- 
onl) for another extension of its per- 
mit to operate machinery and equip- 
ment at the gravel pit on Washing- 
ton st., Newton Lower Falls, oppo- 
site Beacon st. George B. Cutler of 
2075 Beacon st., was the first speak- 
er to oppose the petition. Mr. Cut- 
ler read a copy of the permit granted 
a year ago for extended operation of 
this pit. He asserted that neither 
the owners of the pit nor the city 
officials had complied with or en- 
forced the conditions specified in this 
permit. 

Mr. Cutler said that excavations 
made at the pit the past year have 
been to a lower grade than specified 
in the permit, and that the City En- 
gineer has not checked upon the ex- 
cavating. He read that section of the 
permit granted last year which spe- 
cified that the deep excavation at the 
gravel pit, which has been dug out 
for several years, should be filled in 
to a width of 10 feet parallel with 
Beacon st. extension for a distance 
of 270 feet from Washington st.. and 
that the owners of the pit should 
start to make this fill within 180 days 
from July 27. 1932. or the permit 
was to have been revoked. The City 
Engineer was to have seen that this 
condition was fulfilled. Mr. Cutler 
said that this condition has been ig- 
nored; only a fill 2 feet in width 
has been made, instead of a 10-foot 
width; the fill has not gone in 
270 feet, and the owners of the pit 
did not start to make this fill until 
last week. Mr. Cutler also called at- 
tention to the fact that the row of 
pine trees which were to have been 
planted between Washington st. and 
the pit, as announced by a Ward 4 
Alderman last year, have not been 
planted. These were to act as a screen 
against the sand blowing into nearby 
houses. 

George Dennis of 2122 Washington 
st.. Lower Falls, protested against the 
machinery at the gravel pit being 
started as early as 6 o’clock on some 
mornings, and preventing further 
sleep by persons residing in the neigh- 
borhood. Waldo G. Leland of 20(2 
Washington st.. Lower Falls, said that 
his family has resided at this loca- 
tion for over 50 years. Mr. Leland 
commented that when he was a boy 
Newton was known as the “Garden 
City,’’ but now it is in danger of being 
known as city of eyesores. He said 
that visitors coming into Newton by 
way of Washington st. see this enor 
mous gravel pit. which has become a 
ghastly thing. He said that the big 
gravel pit at Riverside ruined a larg( 
area 50 years ago, and this area has 
never been developed for residential 
purposes, and probably never will be. 
He commented that the big pit of the 
Woodland Sand & Gravel Company 
is having the same result. 

He said that where the pit is now. 
was formerly a beautiful spot, sur- 
mounted by a fine growth of trees. He 
argued that the pit has destroyed val- 
ues of nearby properties and that stag- 1 
mint water which has gathered in it 
is a menace to health. He objected 
to further use of the pit. City Clerk 
Grant read letters of protest against 
extending the permit from the New- 
ton Savings Bank, which owns a house 
near the pit: and from former Aider- 
man F. W. Webster. 

$23,000 More For 
Welfare Relief 

An appropriation of $23,000 was 
made at the meeting of the Aldermen 
on Monday night to care for sick poor 
of Newton, other than those at the 
City Home. This includes the care of 
citizens of Newton who are being 
cared for in institutions outside the 
city and it is expected to finance this 
expense until December 1st. Another 
appropriation of $10,000 was made to 
provide relief for persons in need who 
are not being aided through the proj 
on which unemployed men art- 

working. it is believed that the* city 
will have to spend at least another 
$100,000 to aid the poor before the 
end of this year. The aldermen also 
appropriated $3500 to afford relief to 
men engaged in improving Edmunds 
Park and the new Cold Spring play 
ground. This will suffice until July 1 

Other appropriations were — $1000 
for water main on Rosalie rd.: and 
$11 S5 for traffic signals nt Woodward 
and Hurtford streets, on the new Wor 
cester turnpike. These signals are to 
stop traffic when the fire trucks at the 
Newton Highlands station respond to 
alarms. Aldermun Cronin argued that 
the State should pay for these sig 
mils, but he was informed that the 
Commonwealth had refused to do so 
when asked by city officials. The 
State is bearing the expense of the 
regular traffic signals, but the signals 
in question are extra, and will be for 
the special protection of Newton fire 
men and uppurutus. 


Aldermen Refuse 
Express Licenses 

Fourteen applications for express 
licenses were turned down by the 
Hoard of Aldermen on Monday night 
on recommendation of the Licenses 
Committee. The Aldermen believed

That the State Police are one of 
the most efficient forces of its kind 
is the opinion of Brig. Gen. Daniel 
H. Needham of Newton, which he 
stated before members of the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce on Wednesday 
night at the Brae Burn Club at the 
annual meeting and banquet of that 
organization. Gen. Needham, who was 
appointed State Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Safety by Governor Ely last 
March, was the chief speaker of the 
evening. He told of his experiences 
since accepting that position and 
lauded the detectives and police for 
their work in the McMath kidnapping 
case. Other speakers were Leverett 
Saltonstall. Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, and Charles F. 
Sheldon. 

After a brief business meeting fol- 
lowing the banquet Atty. James P. 
Gallagher was reelected president of 
the Chamber of Commerce after the 
report of the Nominating Commit- 
tee was presented by Dr. Charles D. 
Ansley, chairman. Other officers 
elected were G. Wilbur Thompson, 
first vice-president, and chairman of 
the Civic Division: George J. Martin, 
second vice-president, and chairman 
of the Industrial division; Fred D. 
Bond, third vice-president, and chair- 
man of the Mercantile division; 
George A. Haynes, fourth vice-presi- 
dent. and chairman of the Building 
and Development division; Harold F. 
Young, treasurer; and the following 
directors — Frank L. Richardson, 
James W. Gibson. Dr. Henry Watters, 
Richard I. Dwyer. William H. Rice, 
Edwin O. Childs. Frederick J. Dris- 
coll. Andrew J. Ford. Joseph B. Da- 
vis. Herbert N. McGill and William 
G. Starkweather. The nominating 
committee in addition to Chairman 
Ansley comprised Malcolm P. McKin- 
non. Bernard W. Riley. Wesley J. 
Furbush and Ernest F. Dow. 

Charles F. Sheldon, manager of 
the Merchants’ Credit Bureau of Bos- 
ton. with which the Newton Cham- 
ber of Commerce is affiliated, told of 
what the merchants of Boston have 
done and are doing in the matter of 
their credit accounts. He explained in 
detail how in various ways the mer- 
chants were trying to help the peo- 
ple out of the difficulties of the pres- 
ent times by pooling accounts and 
other methods. 

Speaker Saltonstall told of the ten- 
dencies in government today and of 
the need for more uniformity and 
centralization of powers. This is one 
of the aftermaths of the depression 
and is the only way to work out the 
solution of economic problems. 

The “New Deal’’ he characterized 
as a “new epoch” of civilization and 
economic conditions. Many of the 
things which are being tried today 
will become permanent. The amazing 
debts being piled up in order to help 
business recover caji never be repaid 
in our lifetime at least. 

Speaker Saltonstall went on to tell 
of State legislative work and of the 
unprecedented problems such as the 
petition to remove Judge Stone, the 
unseating of a Fitchburg representa- 
tive in the early days of the session, 
and the banking holiday which have 
been faced. He spoke of the major 
problems yet to be faced of which 
the most important relate to the 
Home Loan Banking bill and the 
money to be granted the state by the 
Federal government. He referred to 
the need of providing revenues to 
meet the obligations which the state 
will incur in borrowing money and 
to the fact that Massachusetts will 
pay considerably more to the Fed- 
eral government than they will ever 
receive. This latter fact is due to the 
fact that Massachusetts citizens pay 
eight per cent of Federal receipts 
where other less populated states 
pay much less and will receive more 
in proportion from the Federal grants 
than will Massachusetts. 

He further expressed the belief 
that the state should proceed care- 
fully in the construction of public 
buildings and other projects which 
will increase the expense of main- 
tenance. In the future this maintain- 
ance expense most become a part of 
the current expenditures and in- 
crease in such directions must be 
carefully watched.

At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night. Presi- 
dent Collins, of the Board, left the 
rostrum and took the floor to speak 
In a conciliatory manner towards 
the Newton School Committee. He 
said that he had talked with mem- 
bers of the School Committee regard- 
ing criticisms made at the previous 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen, 
and the School Committee members 
felt that they had been done an In- 
justice. The impression had gone 
abroad that the Aldermen and School 
Committee are not In harmony. 

Mr. Collins said that such Is not 
a fact. Relations between the two bod- 
ies have been harmonious. At the be- 
ginning of the year, the Aldermen 
praised the School Committee for 
co-operating in reducing the annual 
budget. He stated that members of 
the School Committee had Informed 
him that instead of discriminating 
against young men and women of 
this city in making appointments to 
the teaching force in local schools, 
that other things being equal, New- 
ton residents are given preference. 
Mr. Collins informed his fellow-mem- 
bers that the School Committee states 
that Newton young men and women 
without previous teaching experience 
have been appointed as building as- 
sistants in Newton schools, and later 
promoted to regular teaching assign- 
ments. and that Newton has been 
doing as much as any other city 
in this respect. 

Alderman Holden, who started the 
criticism of the Newton School De- 
partment at the meeting on June 5, 
because of the alleged failure to give 
Newton young men and women ap- 
pointments as teachers in the New- 
ton schools, read an article recently 
printed in a local paper. This article 
contained statements quoted as com- 
ing from Chairman Tracy of the 
School Committee in which Mr. Tracy 
said that he didn’t believe the al- 
dermen were serious when they crit- 
icised the School Committee. Mr. 
Holden said he was very serious. He 
•read a quotation attributed to Mr. 
Tracy which said — “Our responsibility 
< the School Committee’s ) is to se-. 
cure the highest type of teachers. If 
Newton residents meet the require- 
ments they are given preference.” Mr. 
Holden commented that he was glad 
to read such a statement, and he said 
that he knows of four young persons 
in Newton, who have endeavored to 
obtain teaching positions in our 
schools, who will also be interested 
in this statement. 

Contract To 
Cover Laundry 
Brook Awarded 

The contract to build a concrete 
conduit along Laundry Brook at Jack- 
son rd.. Newton, has been awarded to 
Richard White & Sons of West New- 
ton, whose bid, $26,500, was the low- 
est. The other bidders, all of this 
city, were James Chesarone, $28,300; 
John McDonald Company. $2S,935. 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night it was vot- 
ed. on recommendation from Mayor 
Weeks to appropriate $27,825 for this 
work; the extra amount being to cover 
incidental expenses. It was stated by 
Alderman Gordon, speaking as chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, that 
this job would be done by manual la- 
bor. as far as possible; the only ma- 
chine to be used will be a cement mix- 
er. The men to be employed will be 
taken from those on the Welfare De- 
partment list. The conduit will be 
1132 feet long. 12 feet wide and 54 
feet high. With its completion. Laun- 
dry Brook will be covered from Bul- 
lough’s Pond to the Watertown line 
except for a couple of short stretches 
near Dexter avenue and Clyde street, 
at Newtonville.

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WATCH GOVERNMENT EXPENSES RISE 

The Federal Government is piling up huge debts which some- 
body, sometime in the future, has got to pay. The general 
theory behind the legislation which the President has sought 
and Congress has enacted, such as the Industrial Recovery 
Act, the Home Loan Bank Bill, the Wagner-Lewis Bill, and the 
like is to create economic recovery with resultant decreased 
unemployment, increased purchasing power and a greater abil- 
ity to absorb the repayment of obligations incurred. Whether 
or not such an experiment will be entirely successful is a ques- 
tion which is open to discussion and one which is the subject 
of comment. One of the greatest dangers which might well 
arise from this plan of procedure is that of increased govern- 
mental current expenses. The completion of public work proj- 
ects such as schools, prisons, and other similar buildings will 
add a large maintenance expense to our already burdensome 
governmental budgets. Unless care is taken, not only in Mas- 
sachusetts, but throughout the country, the cost of government 
is going to rise and states, cities and towns may well find out 
that they have only “robbed Peter to pay Paul.” 


GRAVEL PIT NUISANCES 

We have commented before upon the necessity for adequate 
regulation of gravel pit permits in Newton. The protest of 
residents of Newton Lower Falls contains much merit. It is 
our belief that the problem is one which the planning board 
should take under consideration with the view of recommend- 
ing specific action. For several years the problem has been 
growing and it will continue to grow unless prompt action 
is taken. While there are several “eyesores” and “nuisances” 
already in existence it is not too late to repair the damage 
already done nor to prevent further unwarranted desecration 
of Newton property at the expense of the future development 
of the Garden City.

A message from Governor Ely re- 
lating to grants of moneys to Massa- 
chusetts from the Federal govern 
ment was the chief topic of inter- 
est at the State House this wreck 
When on Wednesday Mr. Ely iv. mn 
mended to the Legislature that the 
State borrow $30,000,000 in an eight 
page document laying out n program 
of public works construction. The 
various parts of the message were re- 
ferred to the proper committees which 
have announced hearings for the first 
of the week. 

The Governor, howrever, was em- 
phatic that the Legislature pass 
sales tax in order to provide revenue 
to retire the bonds or notes which 
the State w’ould issue. He made it 
clear that he would disapprove any 
proposal which did not call for the 
repayment of any loans to be made 
and he took issue with the much- 
talked of theory that the $3,500,000, 
000 to be disbursed under the In- 
dustrial Recovery Act will never be 
repaid by the States but will be 
refunded by future Federal taxation. 
He stated that "with the exception of 
such funds as may be received as 
a grant, the people of this Common 
wealth must expect to repay the 
lender.” 

The Ely program provides for the 
establishment of a board of three 
members appointed by the governor, 
who would have complete veto pow’ers 
over all projects other than high- 
ways, and could only be overruled 
by the governor himself. The board, 
however, would not Initiate projects, 
but would only approve. The initia- 
tion of projects would be handled by 
a second board of five members, two 
of which will be members of the 
Legislature. All city and tovrn proj- 
ects would go through the Emergen- 
cy Finance Board set up under the 
tax title legislation already passed at 
the current session. Borrowings by 
municipalities outside the debt limit 
would be under the supervision of 
this board and the governor. 

On Monday the House over- 
whelmingly overrode Governor Ely on 
his vetoes of two bills reimbursing 
state employees for injuries sus- 
tained in the line of duty. The Gov- 
ernor. in his inaugural message last 
January, stated that he would feel 
constrained to disapprove with the 
exception of money to the owners 
of property damaged in the bombing 
of Judge Thayer’s home in Worces- 
ter last year, any such special legis- 
lation. The House voted 211 to 5 to 
override the Governor’s veto in the 
case of John F. Tiernan of Brookline, 
and 213 to 4 in the case of Thomas 
W. Kingdon of Holden. Newton’s 
three Representatives, Baker, Brim- 
blecom and Luitwieler voted to over- 
ride the Governor. The Senate took 
almost similar action when the vetoes 
reached the Senate on Tuesday by 
votes of 31 to 2 and 30 to 7 with 
Senator Hollis voting in favor of the 
bills. 

On Monday after a long and heat- 
ed debate the Senate refused to pass 
the resolve which would address the 
Governor and seek the removal of 
Judge Arthur P. Stone. The vote was 
25 to 12 with Senator Hollis among 
those voting against removal of the 
justice. 

The House refused to reject a re- 
solve for an investigation by a spe- 
cial commission of the rates and 
charges by gas and electric compan- 
ies in this State on Tuesday by a 
roll call vote of 94 to 83. The 
measure was passed to be engrossed 
after an amendment giving the com- 
mission $10,000 to carry out its work 
had been adopted. The Ways and 
Means Committe had recommended 
rejection of the resolve. Newton’s 
three Representatives supported the 
committee recommendation. The 
measure will go before the Senate 
which it must pass before enactment. 

The Senate by a vote of 25-7 re- 
fused to repeal the present compulsory 
insurance law and substitute a finan- 
cial responsibility act after consid- 
erable debate on Tuesday. Senator 
Hollis vbted in favor of such a 
change in the auto insurance laws. 

A heated debate arose in the Sen- 
ate over an amendment by the House 
to a bill authorizing $1000 for ex- 
penses of legislative delegates to the 
forthcoming national conference of 
legislators on taxation. The amend- 


ment provided that one Democratic 
member of each branch bo appointed 
to tho dologntion. Inasmuch ns It is 
planned to send only one member of 
each branch to the conference as was 
clone last winter when Senator Henry 
Pnrkman, Jr., of Boston nnd Represen 
tatlve Arthur L. Burgess of Quincy 
the Republican chairman of the Com 
mittee on Taxation went to Wash- 
ington, tho majority of tho Senators 
voted against tho proposal on a roll 
call vote of 22 to 12. Senator Hollis 
voted against tho nmendmont. An 
nttempt wns made on Wednesday by 
Senator Finnegan of Dorchester to re- 
consider tho action taken tho day bo- 
foro but It failed by a vote of 21 to 8 
The Governor’s Council on Wed- 
nesday began the work of tabulating 
the vote cast at the special election 
of June 13 for the selection of dele- 
gates to the constitutional convention 
to bo held at tho State House next 
Mondny, Juno 26th, for the purpose ol 
ratifying tho amendment repealing 
prohibition. Forty-five delegates, all 
of whom are pledged to repeal, were 
selected. It 1 r the general opinion 
that B. Loring Young, a delegate from 
tho 9th district of which Newton is a 
part and a former Speaker of the 
House, will be chosen as presiding of- 
ficer at the convention. 

Rep. Martin Hays of Brighton pre- 
sented an order to the House on 
Thursday requesting the Attorney 
General to call n special session of 
the Grand Jury for presentation of 
the evidence on which the Commit- 
tee on the Judiciary based its report 
favoring the removal of Judge Stone 
a fortnight ago which report was ac- 
cepted by the House but rejected by 
the Senate. The order is in the 
hands of Speaker Saltonstall and is 
to be referred to the Rules Commit- 
tee which will hold a hearing as to 
admitting the order. Rep. Hays 
sought postponement of a House rule 
so that the matter could be Immedi- 
ately referred but did not press his 
motion when it became apparent that 
the necessary two-thirds support was 
lacking. Rep. Hays stated that the 
House could not prevent a debate on 
the measure and If It wanted to wait 
five days he was not particularly con- 
cerned. 

The Senate yesterday refused to 
reconsider its vote on Wednesday by 
which it rejected a bill abolishing the 
practice of imposing service charges 
by the gas and electric companies. 

A bill will be reported In the House 
on Monday seeking to help home own- 
ers from foreclosure of mortgages 
held by banks. The bill, coming from 
the Committee on Banks and Banking, 
authorizes banks to exchange mort- 
gages held by them for bonds of the 
recently created Federal Home Loan 
Bank.

ABOUT TOWN

This alleged economy which Post- 
master General Farley is to put Into 
effect, compelling postofflee employ- 
ees to tnko nnother 9 days furlough 
'(without pay), Is added evidence of 
the growing inefficiency which has 
characterized this branch of govern 
ment activity in late years. Tho pos 
to I service for some years post is woe- 
fully less efficient than it wns 25 nnd 
more years ngo. Too many alleged 
experts tinkering with it. and the re- 
trenchment program of the past few 
years have caused the service to be- 
come only a shadow of its former 
standard. Postmaster General Far- 
ley, like his predecessors, knows noth- 
ing, or next to nothing of the post 
office business. He wns given the of- 
fice he no\v holds through the asinine 
custom w’hich hns prevailed In this 
supposedly wise nation of placing the 
control of Federal activities under 
men who get these jobs solely be- 
cause of political influence. 

The postal service In the Newtons 
the past few years hns been putrid 
as compared with service rendered 
here in former years. And Newton is 
not an exception. Fewer mails are 
received, fewer mails are dispatched 
fewer deliveries are made. Substl 
tutes are freely used on routes; men 
w’ho do not know the routes and who 
leave mall at addresses other than 
those w’here the mail is correctly ad 
dressed. This sort of thing will con- 
tinue until the abjectly dumb and ser- 
vile* public, like the humble worm 
will turn. 

If the Federal government wants to 
effect real economies in the postal 
service, the thing to do is not to fur- 
ther cripple an already poor service. 
Instead of laying off men who really 
w’ork, w’ho know their duties and per 
form them, why not discharge thou- 
sands of loafers, who through polit- 
ical drag draw good salaries as post- 
masters and let subordinates perform 
the duties they are paid to perform? 
Why not cease paying huge subsidies 
to certain favored persons for carry- 
ing mail on steamship and other 
routes? Why not cut out the graft 
on the erection of postofflees and 
leases of postofflees? Why not give 
a square deal to the humble workers 
in the postal service and to the pub- 
lic, instead of an even rawer deal 
than they have been getting? Think 
it over Mr. Farley. 


At 7.45 on the evening of April 9, 
1931, gunmen drove up to a gasoline 
filling station on the Northern Ar- 
tery at Somerville, near the Cambridge 
line to commit a robbery nnd ruth- 
lessly shot down the attendant, a 38 
year old War Veteran named Kiley, 
who had served in France. A passerby 
who heard shots fired and saw the ban- 
dits escaping from the station went 
into the place and found Kiley lying 
dead on the floor. He had been given 
no chance; a lighted cigarette was 
still held between his teeth. 

This murder was so cold-blooded 
that in addition to a reward offered by 
the City of Somerville for the cap- 
ture of tho killers, another reward of 
$500 was offered by Governor Ely. Bul- 
lets taken from Kiley’s body were ex- 
amined by Captain Van Amburgh, 
ballistic expert of the Commonwealth. 
Shortly afterwards a fellow named 
Garrick was arrested in a raid in Bos- 
ton, and a gun found in his posses- 
sion which was adjudged by Van Am- 
burgh to bo the weapon use in slaying 
Kiley. As a result of Garrick’s ar- 
rest, two young Boston thugs, Herman 
(Red) Snyder and John Donnellan 
w’ere implicated in the crime. 

Snyder’s picture was broadcast 
throughout the country by means of 
police circulars. It was also printed 
in a detective magazine. An unem- 
ployed sailor in Philadelphia many 
months after observed the picture in 
a copy of this magazine and identified 
as the original a fellow he had met in 
that city, despite the fact that Sny- 
der had dyed his red hair. Snyder 
was arrested by Philadelphia police, 
brought back to this State and in May 
last year, [together with Donnellan 
tried before a Middlesex County jury 
at Cambridge and found guilty. The 
pair were sentenced to death by 
Judge Fosdick. Snyder had been in- 
volved in other hold-ups before the 
Kiley murder, and had been arrested 
for carrying a sling-shot. According to 
testimony brought out during the trial, 
Snyder was the one who fired the 
shots w’hich killed Kiley. It w f as al- 
leged that Snyder had remarked that 
he w’ould shoot anyone who resisted 
him. After his trial and conviction 
he escaped from the jail at East Cam- 
bridge, but w’as caught. The City of 
Newton paid a large part of the ex- 
penses of this trial. 

Snyder and Donnellan were to have 
been executed this month, but so much 
pressure has been brought to hear on 
Governor Ely, that ho finally granted 
a stay of execution for 30 days. Among 
those most prominent in urging tho 
Governor to commute Snyder’s sen- 
tence to life imprisonment is Esther 
Andrews of Brookline, member of 
tho Governor’s Council from the 3rd 
District, W’hich includes New’ton. Mrs. 
Andrews has had much publicity dur- 
ing the past few years because of 
her activity in seeking leniency for 
persons convicted of serious crimes. 

The terrible increase in this coun- 
try in late years of murders and 
crimes of violence can largely be at- 
tributed to the sympathy extended to 
murders and cold-blooded criminals 
by sob-sisters and sob-brothers; to 
the uso of (political influences in 
obtaining commutation of life sen- 
tences, pardons and paroles for crim- 
inals. Tho percentage of murders ex- 
ecuted In this country is less than 1 
in 200. Is it to be wondered at that 
human life is held of little account 
by the hardrboiled youths of this 
country who do not hesitate to mur- 
der In tho commission of robbery, or 
other crimes? When the perverted 
sympathy of tho sob-sisters and 
brothers, and when consideration on 
tho part of politicians is diverted 
from those who murder to thoHe who 
are murdered, the orgy of lawlessness 
in the United States will decrease.

Ifi cases; measles 46. mumps 39, 
whooping cough 43, chicken pox 23, 
pulmonary tuberculosis 4. 

The Health Department investiga- 
ted 20 complaints; inspected 64 tene- 
ments, 11 barber and beauty shops; 
and abated 13 nuisances.

Insulation for Houies 

"I know of no argument ngnlnst 
house Insulation," said n prominent 
heating engineer. "Today the matter 
Is reduced almost to two questions: 
What kind, and how much?" Old 
houses nre naturally more difficult to 
insulate than buildings under con- 
struction, but owners can go a long 
way toward making them cooler In 
summer and ensler to heat In winter. 
Finished or not. If It Is uninsulated 
the attic becomes unbearably hot In 
summer when the sun heats upon the 
roof. If the attic Is to be used for 
living purposes, the roof must be In- 
sulated. If waste space or used mere- 
ly for storage, It Is cheaper and ensler 
to Insulate between or on the floor 
Joists of the attic. 


Origin of Word "Wardrobe" 

The origin e* the word "wardrobe" 
brings to light the old English word 
"ward," which survives In our lan- 
guage today only with "off," as "ward 
off that danger." From the Anglo- 
Saxon "Weardian," this was an an- 
cient synonym for guard. "Warder” 
for a guard Is one of Its descendants.

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Funds Available 
For Hammond 
Parkway Extension 

$150,000 or More State Money 
May Be Had Shortly 

A letter was received this week at 
City Hall from State officials giving 
the Information that $150,000 or more 
of State funds will be available within 
a few months for the continuation of 
the Hammond Pond Parkway from 
Beacon street towards Commonwealth 
ave. In 1931 the Legislature appropri- 
ated $400,000 for the construction of 
the section of the parkway between 
Newton street, Brookline and Beacon 
at., Newton Centre. This work has 
been under way for many months and 
will soon be completed. It is not ex- 
pected to cost more than $250,000, and 
by provision of the Act passed by the 
Legislature last year, the city can 
have the unexpended balance for the 
purpose of continuing the parkway to 
Commonwealth avenue. 

There has been bitter controversy 
at Newton Centre regarding the 
route to he selected. The original 
plan was to have the parkway follow 
the route of Hobart road, but for the 
past two years attempts have been 
made to change the route so that it 
would proceed westerly along Beacon 
st. towards Chesley rd. and thence 
along Willow st. to Centre st. This 
would add the parkw’ay traffic to the 
already congested traffic which comes 
along Beacon st. and causes serious 
congestion at the intersection of Bea 
con st., Langley rd. and Sumner st. 
and at Beacon and Centre sts. This 
question will probably be an impor- 
tant campaign issue in the coming 
city election.

Dynamite Blasts

mite of the large amount of rock re-

Until the 
police of the city enforce the law 
compelling all dogs to wear a collar 
hearing the owner’s name and address 
and the dog’s license number, per- 
sons who are not law-abiding will be 
encouraged to keep unlicensed dogs.

Twenty-Seven 
Stores Quit 
Sale of Beer 

Beer Sales Too Small To Pay 
Fees Charged 


All of the store owners and lunch 
room proprietors who eagerly sough 
licenses to sell beer in this city sev 
eral months ago, have not found this 
reestablished business as profitable 
as they expected. Of the 68 who re- 
ceived temporary licenses in April, 
and who paid $50 each for the privi- 
lege of selling the "non-intoxicating” 
beverage, 27 have not applied for re- 
newals oT their licenses, which expire 
today. The demand for the 3.2% for 
less) alcoholic liquor is not sufficient 
in Newton to cause all of the holders 
of the temporary licenses to pay the 
fees specified by the Newton License 
Commission. These fees are $150 for 
retail stores and $200 for common vic- 
tuallers clubs. The license of Joseph 
Cohen at 882 Walnut st., Newton High- 
lands, was not re-issued because of the 
contention that he is not a citizen. 

Some of the store keepers and lunch 
room owners have found it difficult to 
pay $150 or $200 at once. Their busi- 
ness, like that of most persons has 
not been too prosperous the past few 
years, and they have so little ready 
cash, that it was anything, but easy 
to pay out a large sum. in addition to 
their other expenses. The request was 
made by some that an extension of 
time be given to permit the payment 
of the license fees in installments, but 
the Commission would not agree to 
this. Among those who did not renew 
their licenses are several of the best 
known markets In the city. The own- 
ers of these markets contend that the 
fees are exorbitant, in view of the 
amount of beer sold. On the other 
hand, some of the retailers believe the 
fees are not unreasonable, and that 
by charging such fees, the sale of beer 
by too many stores will be prevented 
and it will be easier to prevent price 
cutting.

New Postal Rate 
Effective July 1st 

The rate for sending first class 
mail matter (except postal cards and 
private mailing or post cards) has 
been reduced from three cents per 
ounce or fraction thereof, to two 
cents per ounce or fraction thereof on 
all mail deposited within the Boston 
Postal District for delivery anywhere 
within the Boston postal district. The 
rate on first class mall matter for 
delivery anywhere outside the Boston 
postal district remains at the present 
rate — three cents per ounce, or frac- 
tion thereof. 

The Boston postal district includes 
all postoffices within the municipal 
limits of Boston, and the following 
places in Greater Boston —

They are — Herbert Landry, 
who will head the new division of 
Guidance and Research; Wendell 
Thornton, assigned to Day junior 
high school; John Dearth, Day jun- 
ior high; Dorothy Wilson, Emerson 
School; Faith Cony. Emerson 
School; Esther Alpers, Rice School; 
Patricia Smith, Weeks junior high 
school. Landry has been employed in 
the public schools of Norwalk, Conn., 
where Supt. of Schools Lund was in 
charge prior to coming to Newton 
last September. 

Members of the School Committee 
approved of the exchange of teach- 
ers for the coming school year be- 
tween Newton and Birmingham, Eng- 
land. Under this arrangement Floyd 
Rinker, a teacher of English at New- 
ton High School, will teach at Birm- 
ingham the coming school year, and 
Noel Cottrell of Birmingham will 
teach English at Newton High. Ar- 
rangements for this exchange result- 
ed from activities of the English 
Speaking Union. 

Transfers of teachers announced 
were — Winifred Dugale, Rice to Ward 
school; Madeline Powell. Rice to 
Hyde school; Marguerite Gay. Cabot 
to Rice school; Margaret Flanders, 
Hyde to Cabot school: Agnes San- 
born. Day to Weeks school. It was 
announced that the city had been 
reimbursed by the State to the ex- 
tent of $125,000 for teachers’ sal- 
aries and expenses of the Trade 
School, and $3000 for the new equip- 
ment recently purchased for the 
trade school. 

The committee turned down appli- 
cations of the Newton Constabulary 
Band to use the Bigelow school for 
rehearsals during the coming months, 
and the American Legion Auxiliary to 
use the Warren school hall for drills 
in July and August on Friday nights. 
The committee, with the exception 
of Marsena Butts, voted against 
these petitions. It was contended 
that schools are painted and renova- 
ted during these months. Butts as- 
serted that veterans are being dis- 
criminated against, and had the peti- 
tion come from the Boy Scouts it 
would have been granted. 

Another petition which was turned 
down was that from the Newton 
Community Club for the use of the 
kindergarten room at the Underwood 
school on Thursday afternoons from 
October to May, so that children 
of mothers attending meetings could 
be cured for there. This petition was 
refused because there will be regu- 
lar sessions of the kindergarten at 
this room on the afternoous when the 
club members want to leave their 
children there. 


Zoning Law Is 
Violated at Hovey 
Street, Newton 

Two Code* Are Being Violated 
by Repair Shop 


The zoning ordinance of the City 
of Newton, as well as other laws are 
being openly violated at 21 Hovey 
st.. Newton. On this property, which 
is in a residence zone, is a large frame 
house and a frame barn. For many 
years this estate was the home of 
the late Chester Graves. In recent 
years it was owned by Miss Kather- 
ine R. A. Flood. Miss Flood had a 
number of opportunities to rent the 
property for business purposes, but 
realizing it was in a residence zone, 
and being a law-abiding woman, she 
never attempted to make improper 
use of the property, and she experi- 
enced a considerable financial loss 
on it. 

Last year the property went on rec- 
ord as becoming owned by Mrs. 
Louise Mugar of 15 Bartlett st.. Wa- 
tertown. A couple of weeks ago signs 
were placed on the property announc- 
ing that an automobile repair shop 
is located there. Not only is this a 
violation of the zoning ordinance of 
the city, but it is also a violation of 
the laws pertaining to garage repair 
shops. No building can be used for 
this purpose without a permit being 
granted by the Board of Aldermen, 
and as the property is in a residence 
zone, no permit was granted by the 
Aldermen. Even though the building 
were in a business zone, permits would 
have to be obtained from the Aider- 
men and the Public Buildings Com- 
missioner before it could be used as 
a garage repair shop. It is the duty 
of the Public Buildings Commissioner 
of Newton to enforce the Zoning Or- 
dinance. Complaints have been made 
to his office regarding the use which 

being made of the property at 21 
Hovey st. The assistant to Commis- 
sioner Hageman who received one of 
these complaints yesterday, stated 
that measures will at once be taken 
to enforce the law.

an adequate family relief budget as 
the greatest preventive measure which 
can he taken. He deplored a system 
of aid unaccompanied by attempts at 
understanding, individualized service 

The traits which lead to homeless- 
ness on the part of boys were pointed 
out by Mr. Raymond as often of them- 
selves admirable ones; the search for 
work, the unwillingness to be a bur 
den to their families, the seeking of 
adventure and the desire to be inde- 
pendent. 

Mr. Raymond attempted to show 
that this army of homeless boys 
throughout the country was composed 
of individuals presenting different 
needs, backgrounds and problems, and 
that by consideration of them as In- 
dividuals, accompanied by a real per- 
sonal interest, much could be done to 
save these young men from becoming 
chronic dependents. Mr. Raymond at 
tempted to illustrate it by actual 
young men whom he had known where 
the provision of adequate relief and a 
Job had made the young man (often- 
times with court records), a self-re- 
specting, self-supporting man. The 
hope was expressed by Mr. Raymond 
that the principle of Government Civ- 
ilian Conservation Camps be extend- 
ed with greater emphasis on the pos- 
sibility of helping the boys, and less 
upon reducing public relief expendi- 
tures. 

That the Kiwanis all over the coun- 
try has always been interested in 
under privileged youth and the fact 
that the subject occupies considerable 
thought on the part of the public at 
the present time, made the talk timely 
and of interest.

Safety Pointers for the Summer 
Vacation 

SUNBURN — Dangerous. Acquire 
tan gradually. Avoid mid-day rays. 
Graduate the period of exposure a 
few minutes each day until skin is 
toughened and tanned. Until such 
time make a practice of wearing a 
shirt, bathrobe or other covering at 
beach except when actually in water. 
Calamine lotion gives considerable re- 
lief and may be safely applied to me 
skin several times a day. Especially 
avoid a burn upon a burn. Cocoa but- 
ter or olive oil applied before ex- 
posure prevent a burn. 

SWIMMING — Know your bathing 
place. Explore thoroughly for hid- 
den rocks, holes and glass — but not 
with your hare feet Never swim 
alone — swimming In twos is more fun 
and far safer. Never dive In less than 
six feet of water, and make allow- 
ances for changes in tidewater depths. 
Always wait at least two hours after 
eating before entering the water. 

DRINKING WATER — Take no 
chances. If In Tie least doubt as to 
purity, boil, in some states, health 
department signs posted at springs 
and other sources indicate whether 
the water is fit or unfit for human 
consumption. 

FOOD — Food poisoning is of fre- 
quent occurrence in the warm months, 
due to the rapidity with which food 
spoil,. Prepare small amounts at a 
time. Chicken, fish and potatoes are 
particularly likely to make one ill, 
if not properly refrigerated. Protect 
from possible contamination. Do not 
eat excessively or when overheated. 

FIRES — Always bury or quench the 
embers before retiring or leaving the 
camp site. 

POISON IVY — Learn to recognize 
tliis plant, and then carefully avoid 
it. Ivy, oak and sumac poisoning are 
caused by an irritating oil present on 
the leaves. Poisoning results read- 
ily from contact with smoke from the 
burning leaves. The skin should be 
washed immediately and thoroughly 
with warm water and laundry soap. 
If poisoning occurs anyway, apply cal- 
amine lotion, or a solution of ferric 
chloride. Another good treatment is 
the application of dressings wet with 
a solution of Epsom salts, as strong 
as can be made with cold water; keep 
dressings wet. If at all severe, con- 
sult a physician. 

INSECTS — Flowers of sulphur ap- 
plied to the skin helps to prevent 
chigger bites. Mosquitoes may be 
kept away for a couple of hours by 
rubbing a few drops of oil of lavender 
over the exposed surfaces — hut this 
does not take the place of adequate 
screening or netting. The itching 
can he relieved by applying calamine 
lotion several times daily. Inflamma- 
tion from other Insect bites can be 
relieved by applying compresses wet 
with Epsom salts or baking soda solu- 
tions. 

FIRST AID KIT — Keep stocked and 
conveniently at hand in fishing kit. 
automobile or kitchen. Cuts and abra- 
sions are among the commonest of 
vacation accidents. Small wounds 
should he given prompt attention. Ap- 
ply half-strength tincture of iodine 
to wounds, allow to dry. and apply a 
sterile dressing. 

DRIVING — Have a thorough me- 
chanical inspection of the car made 
before starting on the trip. Drive 
carefully and give heed to speed lim- 
its and official road signs. 

Remember that a regard for the 
safety and welfare of self and others 
is the first rule of good sportsman- 
ship. 

Swimming and life saving instruc- 
tion have already begun at Crystal 
Lake.

ABOUT TOWN

For years store owners and other 
business men in this city have given 
themselves and their employees Wed- 
nesday afternoons off during July and 
August, and In some years— June. 
This year it was Intended to start 
these half-holidays on June 28. Signs 
to this effect were posted in windows 
of chain grocery stores and markets 
at Newton, and similar signs were 
printed by the Newton Business As- 
sociates, an organization comprised 
of local business men. On Tuesday 
morning there appeared in Boston 
newspapers advertisements of one ol 
the largest (if not the largest) chain 
store companies, stating that its 
stores would be open Wednesday 
afternoon, as usual. This, despite the 
fact that this company had agreed 
to close its stores in this city on that 
afternoon. The writer, in his capac- 
ity as secretary of the Newton Busi- 
ness Associates, telephoned the main 
office in Boston of this company and 
asked to be connected on the phone 
with the executive of this company for 
this area, who happens to be a resi- 


dent of this city. 

We asked him to adhere to the state- 
ment made on the signs which had 
been displayed in the stores he con- 
trols, to the effect that these stores 
would close on Wednesday afternoon. 
We said the stores of the competing 
chuins would close, if the stores of his 
company would close. The alleged 
reason he gave for not adhering to the 
custom of Wednesday afternoon clos- 
ing was — “We have been requested by 
the public to keep our stores open.” 
We inquired — “Through what agency 
did the public manifest this desire to 
you?” Then, he said, — "The mana- 
gers of our stores wunt to have them 
kept open.” We answered — “This is 
quite different from the reaction we 
have received from your managers.” 
He then shifted to a different line and 
said — "The independent stores will 
not close.” We replied — "The inde- 
pendent stores desire to close Wed- 
nesday afternoons.” 

Owners und employees of stores, 
must, in most cases work Saturday 
afternoons und evenings. They are 
deprived of the opportunity for hulf- 
holiduys enjoyed on Saturdays for 
many years by most workers. The 
least they are entitled to is a hulf 
holiday each week during u couple 
of mouths of hot, summer weather. 
Any person who is fuir-minded be- 
lieves workers in stores should ob- 
tain this little boon. It certainly is 
in line with the "now deul” program 
which President Roosevelt is trying 
to bring about. But, the grasping at- 


titude evidenced by executives of cer- 
tain chain store organizations, the 
fear that they may lose a few dol- 
lars’ worth of business, cause them 
to refuse to co-operate in the move- 
ment to accord a little joy in life 
to the class of workers affected. And 
then such individuals come out with 
the “wheeze” that they will not close 
their stores because of their allegeu 
great consideration for the public. 
And they boast that they give their 
employees a week’s vacation instead. 
Well, the independent store owners 
(who can possibly do so), give their 
employees a week's vacation, and in 
some cases more. And unlike some 
of the self-proclaimed philanthophic 
chain store companies, they pay their 
employees for such vacations. It is 
interesting to observe individuals who 
pose as being solicitous and big-heart- 
ed. deny to those under their con- 
trol small opportunities for a little 
enjoyment in life. 

In the final analysis who is real- 
ly to blame? Isn’t it those persons 
who do not trade with merchants 
and other employers of labor w’ho 
display a generous attitude towards 
their employees, who co-operate in 
trying to make this world an im- 
proved place in which to live.

School chatS 

An authoritative article each week covering important nnd 
interesting phases of public school organization and activity. 
Prepared under the direction of the School Department. 


THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 

In concluding this scries of article's on the junior high school, 
it is quite appropriate to give ;i summary of th.> general view- 
point about this institution with an outline of Its characteristics 
and purposes. 

Questions frequently asked by the public nre: What are the 
advantages and arguments for the junior high school? In what 
respect is it supposed to do work that is different from the high 
school or the elementary school? What are the desirable ac- 
complishments of the junior high school? 

After ten years we can state some of these and Indicate others. 

The one vital need of the world today is leadership. We have 
been wrenched from our old moorings and we have found no 
new ones or competent pilots to save us from disaster. To de- 
velop this leadership is the major task of the Junior high school, 
and no one familiar with its work can seriously question that 
It Is meeting this task with substantial success. 

In the junior high school responsibility is increasingly placed 
upon the individual shoulders of the pupils, and the response of 
these junior high school youths gives us confidence in our future. 
As stated in the first of this series of articles the junior high 
school is America’s answer to the amazing challenge of our modern 
life. 

The people of Newton will. I think, be interested In the opinions 
of people upon whose opinions they rely and respect, but who are 
not connected in any official capacity with Hie junior high school 
organization: 

Mr. Paul E. Elicker, principal of the Newton High* School, 
which has been receiving junior high school pupils for ten years, 
says: ‘The junior high school has more thoroughly democratized 
our school system by extending and equalizing educational oppor- 
tunities. This has been effected through the retention of pupils, 
and more particularly through the economy of time for all by 
avoiding the tiresome extension and repetition of the common branch- 
es as formerly in the S-4 plan. Here is a school designed to give par- 
ticular consideration to the nature of the adolescent, recognizing 
his capacities, abilities nnd aptitudes, and through a self-explor- 
atory period, to give guidance for greater specialization in the 
senior high school. This most important phase of education has been 
developed and promoted through the junior high school organiza- 
tion.” 

Miss Cora E. Riley, the visiting teacher and head of the Guid- 
ance Department in the Newton High School, states: "I believe 
that in Newton the junior high school plan contributes to that 
well-rounded development upon which the child’s future success 
is built. I have observed and studied groups of children who have 
entered our senior high school after completing the traditional 
eighth grade grammar school course, and other groups admitted to 
the tenth grade upon completion of the junior high school. The 
latter plan has decided advantages, for the transition is more easily 
effected.” 

A citizen of Newton, not an educator himself, but a keen and 
competent critic, wrote: 

"We must all of us remember that the school should be studied in 
the light of its essential function and that function is as I see it 
•preparation for complete living’. The school must discover Life 
to the boy and girl. Its business is in the realm of revelation. 

The school doesn’t offer mere cut and dried information and a 
routine methodology. It seeks -to free each pupil from everything 
that would check his touch with reality, from everything that would 
keep him free from a frank facing of facts, from everything that 
might interfere with his fullest and finest expression of his own 
individual genius. 

To my mind the junior high school is the real corner stone of the 
modern educational structure. The theory and ideal of freedom in 
the discovery and expression of personality will stand or fall with 
the efficiency of the work done in the seventh, eighth and ninth 
grades. 

If. in these years, the hoy nnd girl can be brought to know what 
truth Is, and how it is to be found and followed, there will he little 
trouble in the senior period and in college. The crux of the task 
of education is to encourage young people to know reality when they 
see it. and to discover in terms of their own experience, not from 
the point of view of the maturer mind, just what is real und vital 
in truth. 

I will agree that it is a perilous path, hut do you know any 
path to the heights that is easy? Some may falter by the way- 
side. some may stumble, some may give up in utter discourage- 
ment. and these will require special attention and expert guid- 
ance; but for the majority the path will lead to a sense of real 
freedom and ease in the mastery of life’s tasks. I would have 
every school do this. Knock out every prop upon which the mind 
has been leaning, and make the mind discover its own support 
in the truth that makes free. 

Now. may I ask you to face some of the practical Implications 
of this point of view. What does this all mean, when applied 
to the business of school administration in Newton? 

It means, in the first place, that we must he prepared to spend 
more money upon our schools. This sort of program calls for 
the latest word in building construction, it demands an elaborate 
equipment, it makes imperative a finer type of teaching ability. I 
have no sympathy with attacks upon the cost of education in a 
city like Newton, unless it can he shown that there has been some 
form of petty graft in the building enterprises, or that the city is 
not getting an adequate return for the money invested. I shall 
always be a poor man but I shall never protest an Increase In tax- 
ation which gives our children a better chance to find themselves 

than I had in the public schools of forty years ago, when I began 
in the first grade. 

If the school is to help the child develop its own aptitudes, you 
must have rather extensive machinery. There must be tenta- 
tive experiments in hand work of various types there must he 
express ional opportunities in clubs whch minister to a wide range 
of activities, there must he contact with different aspects of educa- 
tional procedure, classical, technical, general training, commercial 
vocational. I am speaking, of course, of secondary education! 
The problem or elementary education Is quite different and ought 
to be more simple. But the fact remains that if von put all the 

children of all the people through just one hopper, vou have 

a curious and tragic grist, and if you have many hoppers they 
cost money. We should pay the hill gladly if there is no misuse 
of funds. , 

Me cannot turn the clock hack. Public education in the United 
States is moving forward. Private schools, in the field of sec- 
ondary education, stand in proportion to the population just where 
they stood in 1890. There were in 1890 just about 2500 high 
schools, now there are more than 14,000. Then, there were about 
800,000 pupils, now there are more than 2,000,000 in the high 
schools alone. Thirty-three years ago, attendance at the private 
secondary schools stood at 1.5 pupils per thousand of the total 
population, and that is just where it stands today On the other 
hand the attendance at public high schools has grown from 3 2 
to 17 pupils per thousand, and it was felt that although in this 
extension of influence we have tapped the lower social levels, there 
is but one duty, to offer the opportunity to all no matter what 
the cost. That is t lie spirit of America.” 

In bringing his series of articles to a conclusion may we again 
remind those of you who have had the patience and the interest 
to read this series to the end, that 

The junior high school is endeavoring to provide “Education 
for all the children of all the people” — children who ure to live 
In a world vastly different from the world In which you and 1 
were reared. 

What lies beyond the horizon we can only dimly see or im- 
agine. We feel confident that there will be fewer hours of work 
and more hours of leisure for the generation now in school tliun 
has been true of any in the past; thut if our civilization is to 
succeed and curry on, we must, to a much greater extent than 
in the past, he prepared to be "our brother’s keeper”, and live 
and he animated more by the spirit of “Service” than the spirit 
of "Get 

People must live together in friendly, neighborly, helpful re- 
lationships with all the peoples of the world, and in this spirit 
the junior high school is currying forwurd its task. 


Under The Gilded 
Dome 

: The week at the Stato House was 
opened Monday noon time witli the 
calling together of the Constitutional 
Convention to act upon the rntlficn- 
Jtlon of the amendment repealing pro- 
hibition. The entire matter took but 
!B5 minutes time with Governor Ely 
presiding until B. Lorlng Young of 
Weston was elected president of the 
convention. As the roll of delegates 
was called by Secretary of State Cook 
it became apparent that Mr. Young 
wns elected nnd Mrs. Lovett, another 
candidate for the office, moved that 
the election of Mr. Young be made 
unanimous. Mr. Young then took the 
chair and after necessary routine bus- 
iness had been accomplished the roll 
wm called on the amendment and the 
convention then adjourned. 

One of the most important measures 
of the current legislative session was 
passed to he enacted yesterday in both 
branches and sent by messenger to the 
Governor at his home in Westfield. 
The bill is that authorizing the State 
to sell $30,000,000 of its bonds nnd 
loan the proceeds to the municipnli 
ties which are in financial distress. 
The measure provides for A 6 per 
cent tax on dividends of Massachu- 
setts corporations the revenue from 
which will repay the sum borrowed 
This tax will be in effect for three 
years and is expected to yield between 
twenty and twenty three millions ol 
dollars. The balance of the money will 
be received from the Federal govern 
ment under the terms of the Wagner- 
Lewis bHl, formerly the Costlgan bill. 

Governor Ely received the bill but 
delayed signing it in order to study 
amendments to it. It is not believed 
that he will veto the bill but it Is felt 
that he may recommend certain 
changes in it. The provision in the 
bill which may be necessary to change 
is that which states that money which 
comes to the Commonwealth from the 
Federal grant would have to lie ap- 
plied to loans made to municipalities 
under the borrowing bill. The Gov 
ernor said that this really eliminates 
the advantages of the Federal aid this 
provision contained in it. The hill was 
passed to be enacted by the Senate on 
a roll-call vote of 26 to 2 and in the 
House by a vote of 190 to 1. Rep. 
Charles Innes of Boston was the only 
one to vote against it. 

Earlier in the week Governor Ely 
vetoed three measures and was 
upheld on two of them and overrid- 
den on the third. The Senate upheld 
the Governor veto on a bill re- 
quiring licensing of cleaners and 
dyers by local municipalities. The 
House voted to override the Governor 
on his veto of a bill abolishing ed- 
ucational requirements in certain 
cases of civil servi*e examinatione. 
Tiie Senate on Thursday voted to 
uphold the Governor and the bill is 
killed unless a motion to reconsider 
at next Wednesday's session of the 
Senate prevails. The third guberna- 
torial veto was on a bill reimbursing 
a State employe** for damages, in an 

automobile accident. Wednesday tii<> 
House voted to uphold the Governor 
but yesterday reversed itself and 
voted 172 to 11 to pass the bill. 

The attempt by Rep. Martin Hays 
of Brighton to bring the Judge Stone 
matter before the House again failed 
on Tuesday. After a hearing on the 
Hays’ order which would have the 
Attorney General call a special ses- 
sion of the Grand Judy to consider 
the testimony taken at the hearing 
i " fore the 1 1 < » n - . • committee on the 
Judiciary the past spring and also to 
put the same evidence before the 
Middlesex Bar Association the House 
Rules committee voted adversely on 
the matter. The report of the Rules 
committee came up for debate in 
the House on Tuesday at which 
time Rep. Hays offered a substitute 
order which eliminated that part of 
tiie previous order relating to the 
consideration of the case by the At- 
torney General and the Grand Jury 
and sought only to place the evi- 
dence before the Middlesex Bar As- 
sociation. On a roll-call vote j>f 81 
to 113 the Hays’ order was killed. 
Newton’s three Representatives, Ba- 
ker, Brimblecom and Luitwleler vo- 
ted against the order. 

The Senate had a lengthy debate 
early this week on tiie bill which tem- 
porarily increases the membership 
of the Board of Tax Appeals to five 
instead of three members and which 
also makes certain changes relative 
to the procedure of cases before that 
board. After considerable argument 
in which attempts were made to en- 
tirely abolish the Board the billow as 
passed. One of the important changes 
made in the bill wus one which per- 
mits the board to decide increases as 
well as reductions in the amount of 
assessment appealed from by the 
aggrieved taxpayer. 

The resolve appropriating $15,000 
to send the Gloucester fishing schoon- 
er, Gertrude Theband, to the World’s 
Fair at Chicago was passed to he en 
grossed by the House yesterday. The 
resolve was based upon a recoin men 
dation of the Governor in a recent 
message. It will he acted upon in 
the Senate next Wednesday. 

The Governor signed several bills 
this week uniting which wus a hill 
aimed at the so-called "road hog.” 
This hill requires the driver of the 
leading vehicle of two travelling in 
the same direction to allow the follow- 
ing vehicle t «> pass, if the road Is suf- 
ficiently wide, without unnecessarily 
obstructing the following vehicle. 

Another hill which is before the. 
Governor for his signature and which 
it is expected that lie will sign prompt- 
ly is one permitting tin* payment of 
local tax bills in installments. The 
lilll will become effective on July 1st 
M this year and it Is believed will re- 
sult in making It unnecessary for mu- 
nicipalities to borrow as much money 
ns formerly in anticipation of tax rev- 
enue. 

Tuesday noon the Governor, Bros. 
Fish of the Henute, und Speaker Sul- 
tonstall of the House, were in con- 
terence after which the Governor wus 
asked by reporters if the conference 
related to prorogation. The Governor 
replied that lie saw no prospect of 
prorogation until the Legislature did 
some work. The reference was un- 
doubtedly to the borrowing bill which

Your editorial In regard to the 
gravel pits in the City of Newton in 
the last issue is well taken and Is 
to the point. Newton is planned for 
a residential city and such is the 
zoning ordinance and planned there- 
for upon the map. Yet here and 
there we have the business of sell- 
ing loam and sand and gravel from 
areas adjacent to the homes of en- 
terprising people. This is a source 
of worryment as well as the reduc- 
ing of values of the home owner. 
Who can sell a piece of property 
next to a gravel pit except under 
forced sale or at a great loss. 

The zoning ordinance at present 
does not include the land but the 
buildings upon the land. A way out 
would be to zone the land and then 
the use of the land could be proper- 
ly regulated. This would be the best 
move to make and so get proper 
legislative authority behind such re- 
strictions and give to the city offi- 
cials some ground for their efforts to 
control the situation. 

What does the City of Newton get 
out of such practices by outsiders 
coming to exploit a parcel of land 
they have secured from some un- 
fortunate individual. First they strip 
the land of all loam or topsoil, 
then the gravel and sand are the next 
move with the result that the re- 
mainder is a desert with not even 
an oasis in it to relieve the mess. 

As time goes on the resulting in- 
come to the city is reduced as 
the land values decrease. Finally the 
property is abandoned and then the 
city is forced to take by tax sale 
property that is practically of no 
value. 

Look at the big hole near the 
Newton Hospital as well as others 
just a mine of sand and dust left for 
the enjoyment of the passers by or 
out of town people and the discomfort 
of the neighbors. As you say in your 
editorial, something should be done 
about it. The first move is to get a 
little public sentiment against such 
practices, uh you are doing in men- 
tioning it. Let the good work go on 
und if you hud a list of all the 
gravel pits und stripped farms in 
Newton with their acreage it would 
I think he quite interesting.

the Federal money to be received un- 
der the Nutionul Recovery Act. When 
legislation is prepared to straighten 
out this mujor obstacle in the State 
financial program the related matters 
such us the state tax, supplementary 
budget, and the like will follow along 
in short order and the session can 
wind up its work. 

The various purts of the Governor’s 
recent message regarding this legis- 
lation are before the proper commit- 
tee. On Wednesday the Ways und 
Means Committee, which sat jointly 
with the Municipal Finance Commit- 
tee on the matter, appointed two sub- 
committees to draft legislation author- 
izing the state, cities and towns, to 
spend about $75,000,000 for public 
works under the Federal program. 
Rep. Baker of Newton is one of the 
seven members of the sub committee 
which will draw up the hill affecting 
the State as a whole. Legislation af- 
fecting the municipalities will be 
drawn up by Sen. Wragg of Need- 
ham and Rep. Hallowell of New Bed- 
ford. Semite and House chairmen of 
the Municipal Finance Committee. 

The two Kuh-committees will report 
next Wednesday to the main commit- 
tee and a few days Inter the legis- 
lation will he brought up in the House. 
Mean while the House has adjourned, 
with the exception of un informal ses- 
sion tomorrow morning, until over the 
Fourth.

It Is interest- 
ing to note how 
the appetite of 
the American 
people is chang- 
ing. Many of 
us well remem- 
ber the day 
when we start- 
ed our daily 
work on a 
breakfust which 
alwayB included 
meat, potatoes, 
and buckwheat 
cakes, and of course, here in New 
England — pie! 

With our ever-increasing knowl- 
edge of dietetics, we now know 
that the type of breakfast one 
should eat depends on the w’ork 
to be done during the day. The 
majority of us really need more- 
than a glass of orange juice and 
a slice of toast for breakfast, al- 
though by no means do we need 
the enormous hearty breakfast of 
days gone by. 

Have you ever considered the 
comparative cost of ready pre- 
pared and uncooked cereals? 
Aside from its greater nutritive 
value, the average uncooked ce- 
real costs one-third less than any 
average "ready-to-Berve" cereal. 
Twenty ounces of oatmeal, at nine 
cents, gives approximately twenty- 
one servings. One package, or 
eight ounces of corn flakes at eight 
cents gives only about eight serv- 
ings. 

There is no doubt that the 
“ready-to-Berve” cereals have a 
place on our grocery lists, but we 
certainly should serve the cooked 
cereals more often. 

Cereals 

The majority of the cereals 
should be given long, slow cook- 
ing. That is why the fireless 
cooker is so often advocated for 
over-night cooking of cereals, al- 
though cereals may easily be start- 
ed steaming In the oven, when 
the oven is heated for other cook- 
ing, and then reheated in the 
morning. In fact, the efl3cient 
housewife has as much of the 
breakfast prepared the night be- 
fore as possible. 

Cereals are more nutritious if 
cooked with milk instead of water. 
In these days of much haste, fruit 
— dried or freah — is often cooked 
with the cereal, thus avoiding the 


necessity of serving the breakfast 
fruit as a separate dish. 

Table for Cooking Crrmls 
Kind of Amount of water Time 
eerrnl to 1 eup eerenl to cook 

Whole 4 cups 2-4 hours 

Flaked 3 cups 2-3 hours 

Granular 5-6 cups 2-4 hours 

A little dry bran, sprinkled over 
your cereal, not only varies the 
flavor, hut gives the necessary 
roughage. 

Hominy Grits 
1 cup hominy grits 
6 cups boiling water 
1 teaspoon salt 

Stir hominy grits into boiling 
salted water and steam in top of 
double boiler for 2 hours. 

Rolled Oats with Applet* 

1 cup rolled oats 
1 teaspoon salt 
3 cups boiling water 
Vi cup apples, cut up 

Cook the rolled oats, salt and 
water in double boiler two hours. 
Add the apples during the last 15 
minutes. Baked apples .nay be 
used, cut up, and added while 
reheating cereal that has been 
cooked overnight. This recipe 
serves six persons. 

There are many tasty ways of 
using left-over cereats. One of my 
favorites is: 

Hominy Fr'tters 

2 cups cooked hominy grits j 
*4 cup milk 
1 egg well beaten 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 cup flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
Vi cup chopped dates 

To the cooked hominy add the 
milk, well-beaten egg, and the 
salt. Sift the flour and baking 
powder, and add with the chopped 
dates. Form into small cylinders 
and dip into beaten egg, then into 
fine sifted bread crumbs and fry in 
deep hot fat. Drain on brown 
paper and serve with maple srrup. 
Makes 12 large or 24 small frit- 
ters.

Paris Gave American 

Artist Belated Honor 

The portrait of Whistler’s “Mother” j 
was hung in the Louvre In 1920. It 
is the first picture by an American 
artist to hang in the great French gal- 
lery. 

In 1S01 Whistler was Induced by 
Georges Clemencenu to sell the can- 
vas to the French government. It was 
then placed in the Musee du Luxem- 
bourg, that gnllery having been for 
many years the chief repository of the 
government’s purchases in contempo- 
rary art. It Is a rule that a picture 
must remain there until at least ten 
years after the death of the artist. 
Then, if the authorities choose, it may 
enter the sacred portals of the Louvre. 

Whistler ported with the painting 
only on the condition that it was to 
find a permanent place In the Louvre 
after the required lapse of time. He 
received $620 for It. which up to that 
time was the highest price the French 
government had ever paid for a con- 
temporary painting. In addition he 
was given the Legion of Honor. Whis- 
tler died In 1903. 

In the summer of 1025 the painting 
was stored, along with the others of 
the Jeu de Pnume. In the cellnr of the 
Luxembourg to make room for a Ru- 
manian exhibition. In May. 1926, a 
place was made for the celebrated 
portrait in the Louvre itself, a belated 
fulfillment of the French government’s 
agreement with the artist. 


Belgium's War-Wrecked 

Territory Is Rebuilt 

Belgium Is bounded on the north 
by the North sen and Holland, on the 
east by Holland. Prussia and Luxem- 
burg. on the west and south by France. 
The official estimate of population De- 
cember 31. 1030. was 8,129.824, Includ- 
ing Eupen and Malmedy. The Roman 
Catholic religion Is dominant, although 
full liberty of worship ts guaranteed 
to nil, and grants are made by the 
state to ministers of all denomina- 
tions. Chief nmong Relglnn exports 
are manufactures of wool, cotton, flax, 
leather and glassware. Iron, steel and ! 
sine products, and sugar. Many of ] 
Belgium’s cnthedrnls and public build- 
ings were destroyed during the war. 
including the Cathedral of St. Pierre. 
Louvain, and the ancient University 
of Louvain, together with its famous 
library of more than 250.000 volumes. 
Within ten years after the signing of 
the armistice the reconstruction of the 
devastated territory was practically 
completed. 


Still Good Doctrin* 

Other republics have failed because 
the citizens gradually grew to con 
elder the Interests of the class against 
the whole. For when such is the 
case it mattered not whether the poor 
plundered the rich or the rich ex- 
ploited the poor; In either case the 
end of the republic was at baud. We 
must resolve not to fall Into such a 
pit. This great republic of ours shall 
never become the government of plu- 
tocracy and it shall never become the 
government of a mob. — Theodore 
Roosevelt

Sea Horse Ranks High 

Among Nature’s Freaks 

Of all the queer combinations in the 
animal kingdom, the sea horse (Hlp- 
pocnnipldne) easily takes the prize, 
points out Boys’ Life, the monthly 
Journal of the Boy Scouts of America. 
It has the head of a horse, from which 
It takes its name; the tall of a mon- 
key ; the tins of a fish ; and the ab- 
dominal pouch of a kangaroo. In which 
the male carries the eggs from the 
time they are laid until they are 
hntched. With all these borrowed 
trappings, the sea horse Is a real tlsh 
and does not live very long out of 
water. 

The tall, which Is somewhat longer 
than the hend and body combined, is 
the only tail In the fish kingdom en- 
dowed with the power to grasp things, 
and with It the sea horse clings to un- 
derwater foliage when he desires to 
rest, continues Boys’ Life. In their 
sportive moments these quaint little 
creatures wrap their tails around each 
other and engage In a regular tug-o’- 
war — or a large one will seize a small 
one nround the neck and drag him fu- 
riously around in circles In a marine 
version of "snap the whip.” 


Galapagos’ Formation 

Nearly everywhere on the Gala- 
pagos, one walks over fresh or weath- 
ered lava. It was natural that Dar- 
win took for granted that the islands 
had been built up from the sea bot- 
tom by their volcanoes within com- 
paratively recent times. Wallace and 
other followers of Darwin accepted 
this view that the islands “have been 
formed by submarine eruptions" and 
have never been joined to continental 
America. According to this oceanic 
theory, animals and plants reached 
them by various fortuitous means: by 
the wind, which could bring fern 
spores, seeds provided with puppus, 
spiders, Insects, birds and bats, or 
seeds may be carried adhering to the 
plumage or the feet of birds, or even 
In their crops. Such stragglers are 
apparently still reaching the islands, 
and stand a chance of becoming resi- 
dent if they find suitable conditions, 
mates, and so on. — From "To the 
South Seas," by Gifford Pinehot. 


"Nicaragua Walker” 

William Walker was a San Fran- 
cisco newspaper man who, in 1835, 
took advantage of an insurrection In 
Nicaragua. He put Rivas, a native. 
In the presidency, retaining command 
of the army himself. Rivas absconded 
and Walker succeeded. Known as a 
Southern sympathizer, Walker was 
Joined by adventurous southerners 
from the United States. He repealed 
all anti-slavery laws. A native insur- 
rection overthrew him. He had ex- 
pected support from the United 
States, but did not obtain it. He was 
captured and turned over to the Amer- 
ican naval forces and returned to the 
United States. He continued his plot- 
ting and finally, while operating in 
Honduras, was shot. He is known to 
history as Nicaragua Walker. 


"Magic Carpet” Fable 

Brewer’s "Handbook of Phruse and 
Fable" says: “The magic carpet 
which, to all appearances, is worth- 
less, but which, if uny one sat there- 
on, would transport him instantane- 
ously to the place he wished to go, is 
one of the stock properties of eastern 
wondertules and romances. It is 
sometimes termed ’Prince Hausaln’a 
curpet,’ because of the popularity of 
the story of Prince Ahmed in ‘Arabian 
Nights’ where It supplies one of the 
chief incidents; but the chief mugic 
curpet Is that of King Solomon, which, 
according to the Mohammedan legend 
related In the Korun, wus of green 
silk."
